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rich place, but here’s a killer num- 

ber: According to a new report by 
the Capgemini consulting firm and 
Merrill Lynch, there are 31,908 mil- 
lionaire households in San Francisco, 
Oakland, and southern Alameda 
County. We're not talking about peo- 
ple whose homes have gone up in 
value to more than $1 million, either - 
— this statistic (first published in the 
San Francisco Chronicle June 10) ex- 
cludes primary residences. And I 
doubt most of these millionaires are 
in Oakland or Fremont. 

What we're talking about here is a 
whole lot of people — probably at 
least 20,000 or more — who have 
stocks, bonds, and cash worth more 
than a million bucks, living in a city 
where it takes five months for a poor 
person to get an appointment to see a 
doctor at a community health clinic. 

This makes me sick. 

I also read, in the Chron and the 
Examiner, that Mayor Gavin New- 
som isn’t too keen on the proposal 
by Sup. Chris Daly to raise the sales 
tax a quarter percent to raise money 
for the Department of Public 
Health. Odd, because Newsom sup- 
ported a sales-tax hike last year, 
when the Committee on Jobs was 
behind it (and when the mayor was 
trying to convince the public that he 
was looking for new revenue to bal- 
ance his cuts). 

It’s no secret that I dislike sales 
taxes, which are (as the mayor is now 
pointing out, suddenly) dispropor- 
tionately paid by the poor. But in San 
Francisco, half of any sales tax would 
be on business-to-business transac- 
tions, and at least the rich would pay 
something more to help provide 
basic human services for the folks 
who also share this wealthy city (but 
don’t get to share the wealth). 

If Newsom has a better idea — an- 
other way to raise $27 million this 
year and $31 million next year to 
begin to restore the services he has 
cut — I’m dying to hear it. (Hey, Gav, 
how about a special annual tax on 
millionaires? A special property tax 
on all accumulated wealth above $1 
million, not counting personal 
homes?) So far he hasn’t come for- 
ward with anything. 

So now I have to wonder: Could 
Newsom possibly be opposing this 
idea because he doesn’t like the au- 
thor? Could a major policy decision 
affecting thousands of human lives be 
hung up because of personal (or even 
political) animosity? I sure hope not.

Arsenic abounds 

From Matthew Hirsch’s article (“Be- 
tween a Rock and a Hardwood,” 
5/25/05), one might think that we no 
longer have a problem with arsenic- 
treated wood. He briefly mentions how 
San Francisco used to buy wood treated 
with arsenic but that now it is banned 
from city purchasing. 

Despite this ban on future wood (in 
2003), it was estimated in 2002 that 90 
percent of existing outdoor structures in 
the United States are made of arsenic- 
treated wood. This includes many back- 
yard decks, picnic tables, and playground 
equipment. Arsenic is a known human 
carcinogen, linked to lung; skin, and 
bladder cancer. Arsenic leaches to the 
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wood’s surface and can get on people’s 
hands after touching the wood. Young 
children can ingest the arsenic after put- 
ting their hands in their mouths and 
are at increased risk of cancer. The En- 
vironmental Protection Agency recent- 
ly issued an announcement recom- 
mending that people with arsenic-treat- 
ed wood structures seal them at least 
once every year. People should be alert- 
ed to this avoidable health risk. To find

Safe medical pot 


state law does not protect patients who use 

medicinal marijuana from federal prosecu- 
tion. One of the most important questions for us 
locally is: Does this decision change anything for 
patients in San Francisco who rely on medicinal 
marijuana to alleviate their suffering and pain? 

In the wake of the ruling, the position of 
the San Francisco District Attorney’s Office re- 
mains consistent: We will 
not prosecute people who 
use or sell marijuana for 
medicinal purposes. 

The most important goals 
to me on this issue are ensur- 
ing the rights of patients to 
access treatments they need 
for serious medical conditions, 
and protecting the safety of 
our community. The Bush ad- 
ministration’s approach on 
medical marijuana threatens both of those goals. 
This is not only an issue of compassion for sick and 
elderly citizens but also a matter of public safety. 

Taking away safe access to this medicine will 
not stop patients from using medical marijuana. 
On the contrary, fear of arrest or prosecution by 
federal authorities could discourage patients 
and their caregivers from safely accessing it at 
dispensaries and force them to turn to other, 
more dangerous means. As a community, we 
do not want to go back to the days when frail 
and sick people could be forced to purchase 
medical marijuana in city parks from drug deal- 
ers under the cover of night. The decision threat- 
ens the safety of the frail and elderly and puts 
communities at risk. 

In last week’s ruling, the court decided that 
the federal government could prosecute indi- 
viduals who use medical marijuana, despite our 
state law permitting it. Progressives generally 
support an expansive reading of the Constitu- 
tion’s Commerce Clause, which has been im- 
portant in addressing problems like child labor 
and in enforcing civil rights laws. But its use

against the sick people using medical marijua- 
na is not compassionate. 

It is wrong to pursue policies that punish Amer- 
icans who are sick and use small amounts of mar- 
ijuana in private as prescribed by a doctor. It is a 
much smarter use of law enforcement resources to 
focus on real threats to community safety, such as 
the trafficking and production of methampheta- 
mine, heroin, and crack cocaine. 


We will not prosecute people 
who use or sell marijuana for 
medicinal purposes. 


In my own life, I have had loved ones and close 
friends who relied on medical marijuana to relieve 
their suffering and even prolong their lives. San 
Franciscans have long supported the use of med- 
ical marijuana to help alleviate the pain experi- 
enced by those who suffer from such ailments as 
AIDS, cancer, multiple sclerosis, epilepsy, and 
chronic pain. 

Locally, we need to make improvements to ad- 
dress public safety and fire concerns. In addition, 
we need to create regulations to ensure patients are 
getting safe, nontoxic medicine. I formed, and 
have been meeting with, a medical marijuana ad- 
visory group —a group of leaders from the med- 
ical marijuana community whom I have asked 
to advise me and to discuss community impacts. 

As the chief law enforcement official of this 
great city, it is my duty to protect the most vul- 
nerable among us from harm. That includes 
those who are sick and seek care through me- 
dicinal marijuana. I pledge to continue this im- 
portant work. **

Court’s ruling on medical marijuana. Some 

pot advocates say the outcome wasn’t so bad — 
the court, after all, didn’t strike down state laws 
(like California’s) that allow sick people to legally 
smoke cannabis with a doctor’s recommendation. 
In fact, the New York Times editorial page claims 
the ruling was constitutionally proper: The inter- 
state commeree interpretation that the 6-3 ma- 
jority upheld has been used to enforce labor laws, 
environmental laws, and other important, worthy 
federal acts. 

But finding a silver lining for medical marijuana 
users requires a giant leap of faith. If you think 
Californians will still be able to buy and smoke pot 
without going to jail, you have to believe that the 
Bush administration’s Department of Justice, Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, and Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration will simply look the other 
way. Don't bet on it. 

Obviously, Congress ought to pass a law ex- 
empting people using pot under a doctor’s recom- 
mendation from federal drug laws, but that’s not 
going to happen. So San Francisco (and other Cal- 
ifornia cities) needs to take a clear and strong stand

to protect patients from the federal crackdown. 

We've argued in the past that the city of San 
Francisco — through, say, the Department of Pub- 
lic Health — ought to grow and distribute medical 
marijuana. That would force the Justice Depart- 
ment to go after the city, not some small grower, if 
it wants to shut down the supply to the city’s pot 
clubs, But there’s another, much simpler step that the 
mayor could immediately take: Direct the San Fran- 
cisco Police Department not to cooperate with fed- 
eral authorities on any marijuana cases. That means 
the cops on the beat — particularly the cowboys in 
the narcotics squad — should be ordered not to turn 
any information or tips about pot growers, users, or 
clubs over to the feds. 

If that doesn’t happen, some local officers will see 
the Supreme Court decision as a great excuse to 
simply call the FBI or DEA whenever they see 
someone carrying a bag of weed to a local club, by- 
passing state law by making more pot cases into fed- 
eral issues. A direct order from the mayor and the 
Police Commission may be the only thing standing 
between desperately ill San Franciscans and the 
Bush administration's silly and dangerous war on 
medical marijuana. %

morning for the start of the San Francisco 

Peoples’ Organization founding convention, 
which is impressive — and_a lot of them stuck 
around, which is even more so. By midafternoon 
there were still several hundred on hand, attending 
workshops on civil rights, neighborhood planning, 
violence prevention, and immigrant issues. It’s im- 
possible for any group to claim it represents the en- 
tire broad and often fractious spectrum of the San 
Francisco left, but the attendance was pretty im- 
pressive: Young political newcomers energized by the 
Matt Gonzalez mayoral campaign, veterans of 
decades of city planning wars, radicals, labor ac- 
tivists, Democrats, Greens, small-business people, 
straight people, queer people, a fair number of peo- 
ple of coloi, even a few religious types ... and you got 
the distinct impression they were all there to work. 

Consider a snapshot of what was going on 
early in the afternoon. Sharon Hewitt, the feisty 
Hunters Point activist, was promoting an agenda 
for keeping black kids from dying on the street. 
“This is the most important thing going on at this 
conference,” she told the Bay Guardian. Across the 
hall, civil rights lawyer Renee Saucedo was lead- 
ing a discussion on how San Franciscans can 
fight to protect the rights of immigrants, and 
Debra Walker, an artist and land-use activist, 
was helping some 50 urban environmentalists 
draw up a program for progressive planning, 
housing, and transportation. 

There were, unfortunately, some people miss- 
ing, most notably Sup. Tom Ammiano, who is still 
concerned that the organizers aren't taking queer is- 
sues seriously. It’s hard to imagine a real progressive 
movement that doesn’t include Ammiano, and one 
of the first things the SFPO has to do is build the 
bridges that are needed to bring him aboard. 

There are other challenges too. The organiza- 
tion’s structure is caucus-based, not issue-based, 
so the leaders will have to figure out how to attract 


Me than 500 people showed up Saturday 


and involve people who don’t see themselves fitting 
into any of the existing groups (community-based 
organizations, labor, youth/student, seniors and 
people with disabilities, women, LGBT, people of 
color, and people of faith). There’s a platform, and 
a lot of resolutions were passed, but so far much of 
it is broad and a bit vague; the rhetoric has to be 
translated into clear, specific action mandates. That’s 
going to be tricky — there’s so much to do, so 
many vitally important issues and causes to take on, 
but the group’s going to have to narrow its focus and 
pick two or three major campaigns it can handle in 
the first year. 

A few pointers the SFPO board should keep 
in mind: 


° Keep it local. There are all sorts of reasons to 
fight the Schwarzenegger agenda, and the SFPO 
should play a role in those battles, but the primary 
focus has to be on San Francisco. 

¢ Follow the money. No lasting progressive 
change can happen in this city as long as every 
constituency group spends half the year fighting 
for a scrap of the available city resources. Gener- 
ating another $200 million a year (at least) has to 
be a central concern. Progressive taxation was the 
focus of a morning workshop, and that’s an ex- 
cellent start. Public power — a potentially massive 
source of new city cash — should also be on the 
top of the agenda. 

¢ Recruit and endorse local candidates, and hold 
them accountable. The Community College Board 
is a mess. The school board has problems. The as- 
sessor’s job is open this fall. There needs to be a real 
discussion about the 2007 mayoral race. 


That’s just a start. For now, though, the SFPO is a 
welcome addition to the landscape, and we’re 
pleased to see strong steps toward creating the kind 
of citywide coalition San Francisco has needed for 
so long. *%

Politicians and the mass media say all is well, but local 
cops and the feds are stepping up their attacks on 


medical marijuana

The media frenzy surrounding last week’s Supreme 
Court ruling on medical cannabis emphasized that the 
decision does not alter state medical cannabis laws and 
downplayed the possibility that law enforcement would 
launch retaliatory raids against patients and caregivers. 

But local police and federal authorities continue to tar- 
get the medical cannabis community — even right here 
in San Francisco, where the political leadership uni- 
formly supports legal access to medical marijuana. The 
favored tactics of the enforcers of federal drug laws are 
asset seizures and tax investigations, sometimes preced- 
ed by police raids. 

On the same day justices ruled in Gonzalez v. Raich 
that the federal government has constitutional author- 
ity to prosecute cannabis patients under the Commerce 
Clause, California’s largest operator of medical cannabis 
dispensaries had its bank accounts frozen by the Los An- 
geles Police Department. Police say the Drug Enforce- 
ment Agency (DEA) and the Internal Revenue Service 
(IRS) are both involved in the case. 

The action was prompted by a May 13 raid carried out 
by the LAPD against a West Hollywood medical cannabis 
dispensary run by Compassionate Caregivers. The com- 
pany operates dispensaries in Bakersfield, West Holly- 
wood, Oakland, San Diego, San Leandro, Ukiah, and San 
Francisco (Mission Street Caregivers), all of which are 
now closed. 

LAPD spokesperson Lt. Paul Vernon told the Bay 
Guardian the raid was prompted by information sug- 
gesting the dispensary was linked to street sales of mar- 
ijuana and possible gang activity, not simply its role as a 
medical marijuana provider. But he also told us the 
LAPD’s decision to freeze assets was based on the outcome 
of the Raich decision. “The states cannot pass laws that su- 
persede the federal government,’ Vernon said. 

San Francisco attorney Omar Figueroa said the opin- 
ion only interprets the scope of the Commerce Clause 
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and the authority it grants to Congress. “It doesn’t in- 
terpret the Supremacy Clause. It doesn’t say federal law 
trumps state law,” Figueroa said. “We need to get a clear 
commitment from the state attorney general to direct the 
state cops to follow state law.” 

Compassionate Caregivers manager Sparky Rose em- 
phatically rejected the allegation that his dispensaries are 
connected to street crime and challenged the LAPD to 
produce the evidence. Rose said the business was al- 
ready planning to temporarily cease all its dispensary op- 
erations after the Supreme Court ruling, when the LAPD 
seized its assets. “They knew the money was there, and 
they knew that if they used federal seizure, we'd never get 
it back,” Rose said. - 

Rose acknowledged that the sheer size of his operation 
made it a target for law enforcement. A tour of Com- 
passionate Caregivers’ Oakland headquarters last month 
revealed an efficient corporate operation with purchas- 
ing, human resources, IT, and shipping departments 
that delivered medical cannabis to the company’s 
cannabis clubs. According to Rose, the shutdown put ap- 
proximately 225 employees out of work and impacted 
about 7,000 dispensary members and almost 15,000 
other patients and caregivers across the state who pur- 
chased cannabis from the seven clubs. 

Rose declined to say how much money Compas- 
sionate Caregivers was generating, but he said the busi-

San Francisco came one step closer June 10 to imple- 
menting a modest public power plan that encourages 
municipal solar power, after some determined diplomacy 
by Sup. Ross Mirkarimi. 

After a four-and-a-half-hour Local Agency Formation 
Commission meeting, Mirkarimi appeared to have bro- 
ken a logjam between public power advocate Paul Fenn 
—author of a community-choice aggregation propos- 
al—and SF Public Utilities Commission staff about how 
to implement CCA. 

The idea of CCA is to allow the city to buy electric 
power in bulk to undercut Pacific Gas and Electric Co., 
while at the same time encouraging the use of alterna- 
tive energy sources like solar, wind, and tidal power. 
But Fenn (an expert in the field) and the SFPUC had very 
different visions for implementing the program (see 
“Co-op Power,’ 5/11/05). 

“For months there has been a need for a melding of 
the [Fenn and SFPUC] plans,” declared Cathleen Sul- 
livan, of the Sierra Club’s San Francisco chapter, after 
the LAFCo meeting. “The outstanding issues were 
dealt with.... The discussion was substantial, and it 
was a huge step to resolving the differences.” 

Mirkarimi took elements from both plans, resulting 
in a proposed CCA agency that would sign long-term 
energy contracts that could be altered by the Board of 
Supervisors in the event of major fluctuations in the 
energy market. 

The SFPUC wanted routine review of the CCA con- 
tracts, and Fenn argued that once the contracts are 
signed, they shouldn't be altered. 

The distinctions are complicated, but in essence,

ness paid out almost $1 million in federal taxes and 
about $100,000 in state taxes last year plus generous 
wages and workers’ compensation. Rose said the com- 
pany bought cannabis wholesale for $3,200 to $3,800 a 
pound and had profit margins of only 5 to 10 percent 
after taxes. Given these margins and an average corpo- 
rate tax rate of 30 percent, the business may have grossed 
$25 million annually and netted $3 million. 

“Tf they do a deep investigation and seize all the patient 
records and records of expenditures, it could be very ugly 
because the federal government doesn’t look at the costs 
and does not consider cannabis an expense,” said Rose, 
who noted that this logic is being applied to a federal tax 
audit of another dispensary in San Francisco. 

During a symposium of local defense attorneys at 
the San Francisco Cannabis Cooperative dispensary 
June 11, attorney Bill Panzer-agreed that one of the fed- 
eral government’s emerging weapons against the dis- 
pensaries is attempting to tax them out of existence. 

Panzer said he is seeing cases in which the IRS is disal- 
lowing deductions for the price of cannabis by arguing that 
purchasing cannabis is against public policy. This means 
that if a dispensary grosses $100,000 and its net is $50,000, 
it would be forced to pay taxes on the entire $100,000. “The 
clubs that are trying the hardest to comply are the ones 
most at risk, because those are the ones that have the 
records, and they are the ones that have filed taxes and de- 
clared how much they have taken in,” Panzer said. 

Mayor Gavin Newsom has called for dispensaries to 
open their books to city regulators, and supervisors are 
considering this idea as they develop regulations for 
them. Many dispensary operators remain concerned 
these records could be subpoenaed by federal authorities 
and used to prosecute them.

Fenn’s vision of CCA would involve the city locking in 
7- to 14-year energy-supply contracts. Fenn thinks that’s 
important to demonstrate to Wall Street investors that the 
city has a stable business model — which will help the 
city sell the bonds it is preparing to float for new solar- 
power facilities. 

Barbara Hale, the SFPUC’s assistant general manag- 
er for power, suggested that the city’s Rate Fairness 
Board, which oversees water rates, should be able to 
periodically review the rates set by the CCA agency. 
That would keep the city from losing money in the 
event of energy-market fluctuations. Hale and other 
SFPUC officials also seemed to feel the contracts pro- 
posed by Fenn might be too lengthy, proposing that a 
five-year contract would be better for the city. 

Mirkarimi and other LAFCo members seemed to be 
leaning toward creating or using the preexisting SFPUC 
advisory body to make recommendations in the event 
of massive market fluctuations, but ensuring that the 
Board of Supervisors would retain the ultimate au- 
thority to make any rate changes. Mirkarmi said, “Fenn’s 
plan was aggressive, and the PUC was too tame. Either 
one unto itself lacked the technical wherewithal to get 
us where we needed to go.” 

There will be a final LAFCo meeting June 17 to wrap 
up and merge the Fenn and SFPUC visions of CCA. 


PS. Sup. Tom Ammiano is sponsoring a draft resolution 
from LAFCo on renegotiating the PG&E franchise fee, 
a move that — if successful — could net the city millions 
of dollars. The LAFCo resolution will be drafted June 17 
and be forwarded to the Board of Supervisors for con- 
sideration and action. 


The MBNA factor 


Working Assets credit card customers who think they're helping 


progressive causes are also helping to fund Republicans and the 


rollback of consumer rights

Here’s something Working Assets credit cardholders might want to 
know. With each transaction you are helping to generate revenue for 
one of the top contributors to the Republican Party. 

This fact left Berkeley computer consultant Joe Caldarola, who’s held 
a Working Assets credit card since 1986, in utter disbelief. He char- 
acterized Working Assets’ relationship with MBNA America Bank, 
which manages its credit card business, as “a deal with the devil.” 

Working Assets, according to its Web site, is “one of the most pow- 
erful progressive citizen-action groups in the nation.” Every time a cus- 
tomer uses its telephone or credit card services, Working Assets donates 
a portion of the charges to progressive nonprofits. Over 20 years, the 
company has handed out more than $47 million, and helped keep its 
customers informed. 

But Caldarola says Working Assets’ philanthropy is undermined by 
its partnership with MBNA. He’s been calling on Frank Dunbar, the 
head of Working Assets’ credit card division, to start looking for a new 
credit vendor. ; 

Working Assets says that’s impossible because of its contract with 
MBNA, which was purchased three years ago from Fleet Bank. And 
even if it could dump MBNA, how many national banks practice so- 
cially responsible investing and never contribute to Republicans? 

The dilemma facing progressives who wish to vote with their wal- 
lets is not about choosing where to donate their money. Increasing- 
ly, there’s a different credit card for each organization that’s trying to 
build a better world. The problem is, there are about as many pro- 
gressive lending institutions as there are Democrats today in the 
White House. 

Working Assets isn’t the only do-gooder group sporting an 
MBNA card. MBNA has more than 5,000 credit card partner- 
ships, many with nonprofits, including the Cal Alumni Association, 
the Nature Conservancy, and the Rainbow Card, which donates to 
LGBT causes. . 

But nobody would make the mistake of calling MBNA “progressive.” 

One of the largest credit card issuers in the United States, MBNA 
has deep ties to the Bush Administration and the Republican Party. 
Since 1994 MBNA has tossed more than $8 million to the GOP, ac- 
cording to the Center for Responsive Politics. That accounts for 83 per- 
cent of all political contributions from the company, its executives, and 
its employees. 

As the feds have loosened regulations on the banking and finance 
industries, MBNA began pushing aggressive policies on its credit 
cardholders that are driving up interest rates and other costly fees. It 
was a notice from MBNA of such policy changes that first led Caldarola 
to contact Working Assets. 

A bookish, middle-aged man with giant eyeglasses and a nose for 
detail, Caldarola spotted something in the fine print that appeared sim- 
ilar to a lending policy known as “universal default.” Universal default 
means a credit card company can automatically jack up your interest 
rate anytime your overall credit drops — even if you've never missed 
or been late on a payment. 

In the letter Caldarola received May 2, MBNA warned that it could 
raise interest rates as high as 25 percent, without any additional no-

tice, if a cardholder makes a late payment or exceeds the credit limit. 
The higher default interest rate would then apply to all new and out- 
standing credit card balances. 

Caldarola brought the letter to the San Francisco—based nonprof- 
it Consumer Action, where he volunteers every Tuesday, and he’s 
been making his anti- MBNA appeal to Working Assets ever since. 

“All asked for is a dialogue between them and their customers. They 
have a duty to admit to their own customers that they’re stuck in a bad 
contract with MBNA,” said Caldarola. 

When asked about MBNA’ ties to the Republican Party, Maia Et- 
tinger, the in-house counsel for Working Assets, said, “We don’t think 
corporations should be engaged in influencing elections the way 
MBNA does.” 

Ettinger declined to discuss the terms of Working Assets’ contract 
with MBNA, noting it would violate the agreement to do so. But she 
told us Working Assets complained about the recent credit card pol- 
icy changes, which MBNA told its 101,000-plus cardholders about 
without first notifying Working Assets. 

Inevitably, Ettinger said Working Assets will be at odds with the 
banking industry over one issue or another, but that’s never influenced 
how the company is run. “We don’t compromise our stance on the is- 
sues based on a relationship with a bank,” she said. 

The difference is that Working Assets lets its customers decide 
which issues to support and which organizations to fund, Ettinger said. 
MBNA does not. “MBNA didn’t ask its customers, ‘Hey guys, should 
we support the [federal] bankruptcy bill?” she said. 

That legislation, the 2005 Bankruptcy Abuse Prevention and Con- 
sumer Protection Act, which MBNA lobbied for Congress to pass, is 
expected to make credit card debt even harder to handle. That’s es- 
pecially true in the Bay Area, where the average income is higher 
than in most of the state — but so is the cost of living. 

The law, which takes effect in October, establishes tighter limits on 
who can have debt wiped clean in bankruptcy court. It also extends the 
amount of time people remain indebted to their lenders from the time 
they file bankruptcy. 

MBNA spokesperson Jim Donahue didn’t our return calls for this 
story, but we were able to obtain the testimony of Louis Freeh. Freeh 
was director of the FBI during George W. Bush’s first term in the White 
House, and now he serves as vice chairman and general counsel for 
MBNA Corp. 

On May 17 he told the US Senate Banking Committee, “When we 
increase a customer’s [interest rate], we do so for one of two reasons: 
Either our costs have increased, or the customer’s credit worthiness in- 
dicates a higher risk than is supported by the current price.” 

The second reason sounds a lot like universal default, but, 
strangely, Freeh also told the Senate, “MBNA does not practice 
universal default.” 

That’s not exactly true, said Joseph Ridout, of Consumer Ac- 
tion, a San Francisco-based nonprofit that publishes an annual 
credit card survey. He wants the government to take a closer look at 
universal default. 

“Frankly, [universal default] should be illegal, and some states are 
taking steps to make it illegal,” he said, including New York.

Like Caldarola, Ridout also wants to see Working Assets end its part- 
nership with MBNA. He said it’s difficult for the company to claim it’s 
funding progressive social change when it’s also funding the roll- 
back of social change. 

Here’s how it works: Assume somebody spends $100 at the grocery 
store using a Working Assets credit card. Ten cents of that money will 
end up as a contribution to one of Working Assets’ donor recipients. 
Meanwhile, about $1.75 will flow to MBNA, according to Ridout. 

The $1.75 represents an estimated 1.75 percent “interchange fee” 
merchants must fork over to credit card companies, a figure that’s risen 
sharply in recent years. Of course, any fees the cardholder must pay — 
finance charges, late fees, and over-limit fees, for example — would add 
to MBNA’s revenue from its partnership with Working Assets. 

“People accept their cards because they fully believe their spending 
habits have an impact on the sociopolitical side of things. I wonder how 
many Working Assets cardholders know they’re funding the Repub- 
lican Party?” Ridout said« 

Ridout suggested that Working Assets set up a socially responsible 
credit card. Maybe, he proposed, progressive groups could come to- 
gether and form some sort of a credit co-op. 

Assuming progressives could gather the capital needed to open a 
bank, could a socially responsible credit card really work? Peter Came- 
jo, a progressive asset manager who was Ralph Nader’s running mate 
in the 2004 presidential election, told us he doesn’t think so. 

“Tt is very difficult to create counter financial institutions. Those who ~ 
try to do that could set themselves up to have a disaster on their 
hands,” he said. 

But consumer advocates agree that nonprofits should try to hook 
up with alternative lenders like credit unions, which generally have 
competitive rates and are less likely to take advantage of credit 
cardholders. 

Four years ago, Camejo looked into the idea of creating a Green 
Party credit card in partnership with a bank. It’s an idea he and the 
Green Party haven't totally left behind, Camejo said. Meanwhile, the 
Democrats have already launched a DemCard, offered by the upstart 
Juniper Bank, based in Delaware. The DemCard is now available in 26 
states, including California. +

Learning about politics 
Student leaders are standing up to the superintendent 


— and feeling the backlash

Elected by his peers two years ago to be a student rep- 
resentative to the San Francisco Board of Educa- 
tion, Alan Wong has seen his share of political dis- 
cord. And\when the 17-year-old Lincoln High School 
student decided last month to introduce two reso- 
lutions to the Student Advisory Council (SAC) —a 
panel made up of students from the city’s public 
high schools — he suspected he might get some 
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heat from Supt. Arlene Ackerman. 

One of the measures is critical of the raise and sev- 
erance package Ackerman landed last November — 
and urges the superintendent “in goodwill to renego- 
tiate her contract,’ given budget pressures and a legal 
challenge to the agreement (see “Cutting the Golden 
Parachute,” 5/4/05). The other resolution opposes re- 
constitution, a type of school reform built around re- 
placing the teachers who work at a particular school. 


Wong knew that these are among the most divisive 
issues facing the district, but he felt the students need- 
ed to weigh in. 

“When the superintendent and the Board of Ed- 
ucation make decisions, they don’t consider what the 
students think-or want,” Wong told us. “We don’t 
have politics to think about — we are free to vote 
our conscience. We have a budget shortfall and we 
are raising the superintendent’s salary. That doesn’t 
make sense.” He also said that reconstitution is “just 
plain disrespectful” of “the people that work day-to- 
day with students.” 

The SAC’s recommendations are advisory and don’t 
carry any real legal weight. Nonetheless, SAC members 
say adults who work with the SAC have pressured 


them to drop the resolutions — even implying that 


Ackerman might dismantle the SAC if the measures 
were to pass. Students have gotten intimidating phone 
calls at their homes, stern warnings from their princi- 
pals — and an education in the uglier side of politics. 
“Normally we students don’t get a say in what 
happens. The SAC is our one way of expressing our 
own opinions,” Diana Suen, who represents Lowell 
High on the SAC, told us. She said that budget 
strain is very apparent at her school: “Classes are 
going to be cancelled, the ceilings are about to fall on 
us, the walls are rotting. And then the superintend- 
ent is trying to keep our voices down — that’s just 

really messed up.”

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comeback — 


In the housing projects, an ex-con offers wisdom 
— and haircuts. By A.C. Thompson 


eith “Kilo” Perry’s joint stands at 
the corner of Santos Street and 
Sunnydale Avenue, in the heart of 
the Sunnydale housing projects, a 
swath of nearly 800 aging two-story 
concrete and cinder-block row houses. 

Kilo runs the Sunnydale Barbershop 
out of the ground floor of a converted row 
house. On the wall is a sign saying, “No 
weed in the shop, thanks!” and a poster 
bearing the photos of 20 black men 
who've been killed in recent years (“Were 
you there when I was murdered?” it asks). 
The space — little larger than a prison cell 
— is equipped with two well-used barber 
chairs upholstered with maroon Nau- 
gahyde, a floor covered in baby blue 
linoleum tiles, and a TV tuned to Black 
Entertainment Television. 

The barber, who sports a 
teardrop tattoo beneath one eye, 
knows all about prison cells — 
he’s got a three-page rap sheet 
that dates back to 1968, and he has done 
time in a panoply of county and state 
lockups. Now, at age 50, it looks like Kilo 
is finally getting serious about staying 
out of the joint. He’s been back on the 
streets since 2003, and he’s thinking per- 
haps this little micro-enterprise will be his 
ticket to long-term freedom and stability. 

Kilo’s aptitude for chopping, coiffing, 
and styling hair served him well during 
his days as a con; it seems even the super- 
hardcore alpha-dog inmates who con- 
trol and terrorize their fellow prisoners

appreciate a decent haircut. Inside, he 
traded his services for goods purchased 
from the prison commissary. “I was cut- 
ting hair on the inside for soups. One 
soup is 25 cents,’ he recounts with a laugh. 

Every ex-con’s story hovers around the 
question of whether he or she will make 
it on the outside. But for Kilo there’s an- 
other question: whether society will jet 
him save himself, and perhaps, save a few 
of the kids in this neighborhood. 


Derrell Thomas, 10, and his mother, 
Renee Davis, visit Kilo on a warm after- 
noon in early June. Thomas’s cranium is 
blanketed with a mess of unkempt hair 
he’s trying to twist into dreadlocks. Mom 
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the back of Thomas's head. “See this?” 
Kilo asks, pointing to a fingerprintish 
swirl of hair. “That’s the crown. You've 
got to follow the direction of the hair. 
You don’t cut against it” 

After gently but speedily mowing 
Thomas's three-inch pile of tangled curls 
down to a thin fuzz, Kilo comes to his 
itty-bitty preteen sideburns. “Guys my 
age call em sideburns. Young cats call 
’em icicles. You gotta know the termi- 
nology.” Kilo sculpts Thomas's tiny icicles 
into little points, then goes over his ears, 
artfully buzzing the clippers, leaving a 
perfect arc above each ear. Starting at 
Thomas's forehead, he adds the piéce de 
résistance, cutting a design — a sort of 
backward Nike swoosh — in a matter 
of seconds. The whole $10 cut takes 
about 10 minutes. 

Watching Kilo work, it’s obvious he 
loves his vocation. His involvement in 
the trade stretches back to 1971, when 
he worked in a salon with his then-girl- 
friend, Demetria Black. Kilo says that at 
the apex of his career, during the Jheri- 
curl era, he could pocket $300 to $400 a 
day. “We were the king and queen of SE, as 
far as doing hair goes,” he recalls. But 
around the same time, he got heavily into 
snorting and selling cocaine — later crack 
and heroin played central roles in his life. 
His stint as royalty was short-lived. 

At one point in the ’80s, he did 
a year in county jail for selling 


part two of an occasional series coke, got out, and on his first day 


ain't going for it. “He'll look better with it 
all cut off” Davis says. 

Kilo, a charismatic, tiber-personable 
guy with a million tales to tell, is clad in a 
crisp pair of baggy blues and an XL South 
Pole button-down. His mustache and 
thin rail of a beard are meticulously 
shaped. 

He makes a few exploratory passes 
with the clippers. “Cutting hair is like 
being a hound dog,’ Kilo says, meaning a 
good barber heeds the clues offered up by 
the client’s hair. He’s trimmed a spot on 
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of freedom tried unsuccessfully to 
hijack a whole rack of clothes from the 
Emporium department store, a feat of 
nongenius that sent him directly back to 
jail. The anecdote typifies the Kilo of yore. 
“J wasn't living. I was tore up,” he admits, 
adding — and this is painful for a con- 
noisseur of style like Kilo to admit — his 
hair was a fashion train wreck. “I was 
looking like Woody Woodpecker.” 


Sunnydale, in a lot of ways, is the core of 
what you could call Forgotten San Fran- 


cisco. It’s distant. Situated on the extreme 


southeast edge of the city, near the Cow 
Palace, the decrepit micro-neighborhood 
is a long bus ride from anywhere. It’s 
poor. According to San Francisco Hous- 
ing Authority figures, the average annual 
income in public housing is $11,601. The 
bulk of the population is African Amer- 
ican, with Pacific Islanders — mostly 
Samoans — the second-most-populous 
ethnic group. 

People live here — and in a couple of 
other subsidized apartment complexes 
nearby — scrabbling to make ends meet. 
They die here. Often violently. Horribly. 
Either way, hardly anybody ever notices. 

Mention Sunnydale to white folks and 
half the time they'll think youre talking 
about Sunnyvale, a Silicon Valley town 
38 miles down the peninsula. Suffice it to 
say that the only time the San Francisco 
Chronicle covers the area, a chunk of Vis- 
itacion Valley, is when someone gets mur- 
dered — and even on that front, Sunny- 
dale seems to get far less ink than 
Bayview—Hunters Point, even though it’s 
nearly as brutal. 

The project homes have been repaint- 
ed relatively recently in neat shades of 
aquamarine and beige, but dozens of the 
units are abandoned and vacant, their 
windows covered with plywood. This de- 
spite a Bay Area—wide housing shortage 
and a waiting list of some 28,000 would- 
be tenants. 

The Sunnydale Barbershop is a satellite 
of the Bayview Barber College, a city- 
funded project aimed at creating careers 


~ for employment-challenged dudes like 


Kilo. While enrolled at the college, Kilo is 
accumulating the 1,500 hours of work 


experience he needs to get his barber’s ' 


license from the state Board of Barbering 
and Cosmetology. 

The Sunnydale spot is a tough assign- 
ment. The rear entrance of the place is 
boarded over — a reminder of the time 
some neighborhood thugs broke down 
the door in their fervor to attack a foe in 
the shop. Just a few days ago, someone 
fired off a bunch of bullets at somebody 
standing right in front of the shop. It was 
10:15 in the morning. 

“['m proud of my dad} says Kilo’s son, 
Antoine Perry, 25, who overcame the 
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chaos of his upbringing to become a so- 
cial worker for the city (see “The Trans- 
formation,” 5/18/05). “They put him in 
Sunnydale because only an OG could 
work there.” The local hard-asses wouldn't 
respect a younger, less-seasoned guy, says 
Perry, who lost a friend to gunfire just 
down the street from the shop. 

And that brings us to the other part of 
Kilo’s job description. Besides being a 
barber, Kilo considers himself a mentor, 
a friend, a sage fount of street wisdom, 
and the shop has become a serious hang- 
out for project kids. Last year the city’s 
Board of Supervisors gave Kilo an official 
commendation recognizing his efforts as 
a “violence prevention specialist.” 

“Tm a violence prevention specialist 
because I know everything about it,” he 
quips. 

The whole barbershop thing “is really 
about me interacting with the kids. ’m 
trying to rescue them before they fall into 
the game... | want to make life better for 
these young people, to be a big brother. I 
don’t want to seethem in San Quentin.” 

“TJ think he’s doing a really good job,” 
says Kim Mitchell, director of the nearby 
Willie L. Brown Youth Center. “He'll talk 
to you, give you advice. This is such a 
tough environment, and he won over 
those young guys very quickly.” 


At this juncture, Kilo is just barely surviv- 
ing financially. He's still on parole, and 
will be until mid-2006. And he’s got one 
looming concern about his transition 
from con to citizen: He’s afraid the state 
cosmetology board won't grant him a bar- 
ber’s license because of his criminal record. 

It's a valid concern, according to board 
spokesperson Miles Bristow, who says the 
board has the discretion to bar ex-of- 
fenders from the profession if they’ve 
been busted for certain felonies or are 
guilty of crimes involving “dishonesty, 
fraud, or deceit.” 

Kilo isn’t overjoyed with the situation.. 
As he puts it, “I’m trying to make myself 
acceptable to society, but I don’t know 
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what society wants.” *

Federal authorities are not focusing just on big-money op- 
erations in their financial probes. Mike and Valerie Corral, 
founders of the Wo/Men’s Alliance for Medical Marijuana 
(WAMM) — which provides free medical cannabis to about 200 
chronically sick and dying patients in Santa Cruz — are being 
audited by the IRS, which has referred the case to. its criminal di- 
vision for possible tax evasion charges. 

“Tt is not like we have much money in the bank,” Mike Cor- 
ral said. “Coming after Val and I personally is not just about taxes 
but persecution.” 

The Corrals said they are being audited for the year 2002, 
when 30 armed DEA agents raided the group's cannabis garden. 
In 2003 a federal court granted WAMM an injunction against 
federal prosecution. In the aftermath of the Raich decision, 
Corral said he expects federal authorities to petition the court 


Patients and growers investigated by San Francisco police 
worry they too will be targeted by federal law enforcement. Capt. 
Tim Hettrich, head of the SFPD’s vice department, said at a 
community meeting in April that he and his officers are “bound 
by federal guidelines to turn over any marijuana grows over 
1,000 plants to federal authorities.” Deputy District Attorney 
Russ Giuntini said he is not aware of any such guidelines. 

“Pm very concerned about them seizing assets, but I’m most- 
ly concerned about getting turned over to the feds,” said San 
Francisco artist Mario Martinez, who was arrested last October 
by SFPD Sgt. Marty Halloran for growing 98 plants for himself 
and eight other patients in a small collective. 

Martinez is now facing a year in county jail if convicted of cul- 
tivation and possession for sale, despite a pledge from District 
Attorney Kamala Harris not to prosecute medical pot cases 
(see Opinion, page 12). **

Behind-the-scenes pressure 


By all accounts some SAC members were 
hesitant to support Wong’s resolutions, 
which were scheduled for a committee 
meeting on May 30. Then, on May 25, an 
employee of the Youth Leadership Institute, 
a nonprofit that helps the school district 
run the SAC (and has yet to renew its con- 
tract), sent out an e-mail rescheduling the 
meeting for the very next evening. 

Several SAC representatives who had 
agreed to cosponsor the measures had 
been persuaded to withdraw their sup- 
port by the time Wong arrived at the 
meeting, he told us. Before and during 
the gathering, other students said, staffers 
with YLI and the SFUSD either said or 
“strongly implied” the resolutions would 
threaten the existence of the SAC. 

Representative Jason Wong told us he 
isn’t convinced that the SAC has spent 
enough time analyzing the issues. Yet he 
understands why supporters felt pressured: 
“Staff did say that the superintendent had 
communicated that her feelings were hurt. 
I think that’s how some students might 
have felt intimidated.” 

The committee voted to table the su- 
perintendent’s resolution and to place the 
measure dealing with reconstitution on 
the agenda as an informational item for the 
June 6 meeting, which was supposed to 
be the last of the year. : 

Balboa High student Amanda Piercy 
wasn't able to attend the meeting, but she 
didn’t escape pressure. “A staff member 
contacted me and said I should take my 
name off the resolution — that we could 
face retaliation from the board and the su- 
perintendent,” Piercy told us. “T said that I 
would not feel like a strong leader if I did 
that.” She kept her name on both measures. 

Suen took her name off the resolution, 
but later told us, “The only reason people 
aren't supporting this is because they’re 
afraid about not having a voice. So the sti- 
fling — it’s already happening.” 

YLI vice president Lorne Needle, who 
works with the SAC, told us, “I didn’t pres- 
sure any of the young people.” He refused 
to comment on whether students were 
pressured by anyone else. “I don’t believe 
YLI staff have pressured people,” his boss, 
Maureen Sedonaen, said. “The school dis- 
trict questioned whether the young people 
had all the information.” 


Ackerman and her deputies declined 
to answer questions about the accounts 
from students. 


More intervention 
Tensions were high from the very start of 
the June 6 meeting, and students noted 
they had never seen so many adults attend 
one of their gatherings. 

When the president of the SAC an- 
nounced that the resolutions couldn't be 
discussed because they weren't on the agen- 
da, Piercy and others argued that since the 
committee meeting wasn’t noticed 72 
hours beforehand, it was void. 

District General Counsel David Campos 
said voting would violate the state’s Brown 
Act. Moreover, Campos told the students, 
“T really think it’s dangerous for anyone 
in the district — be it a student organiza- 
tion or not —to be involved in issues that 
could potentially involve liability on the 
part of the district.” 

He wasn't the only adult giving the SAC 
advice. Several members of the audience 
encouraged the kids to stand up against the 
superintendent; others simply reassured 
them they should vote their conscience. 
But Ackerman’s liaison to the SAC, Brad 
Stam, said several times he was “confused 
by the urgency.” 

“Tf there are some members who don't 
want to participate in what would be an il- 
legal meeting, you're within your rights as 
individuals to leave the meeting,” he said. 
“And if there’s not a quorum, the meeting 
would not proceed.” (This prompted teach- 
ers union president Dennis Kelly to inter- 
ject sarcastically, “You're not trying to sway 
anything, are you?”) } 

Eventually the SAC came to a consen- 
sus that they should schedule a new 
meeting. But on June 9, Ackerman sent 
an e-mail stating, “It has come to my at- 
tention that the Student Advisory Coun- 
cil is considering two important resolu- 
tions on which I would like to give my 
personal perspective. I am unable to be 
present at the SAC meeting currently 
scheduled for June 13. Therefore, I am 
postponing the meeting.” 

SFUSD’s public relations office later is- 
sued a statement saying, “The superin- 
tendent feels it is important for her to con- 
tinue to support the SAC fully by being 
available to address any concerns or ques- 
tions in person the student representatives 
may have in order for them to make well- 
informed decisions.” 


Many SAC representatives questioned 
Ackerman’s authority to delay the meeting 
and feared that it would be impossible to 
assemble council members during summer 
vacation. They decided to round up every- 
one as planned. 

As the meeting got started, lawyer Cam- 
pos again warned the SAC that they might 
run afoul of the Brown Act. He said that 
whether or not the superintendent had 
the right to postpone the meeting, the last 
public notice that went out said that the 
June 13 session had been cancelled. 

But Wong refused to back down, and 
asked the body to vote to continue: “If the 
school district is willing to sue a group of 
students that are representing their views 
and make us have another meeting, then so 
be it.” After a unanimous vote, the SAC 
took public comment — mainly from stu- 
dents — and had a long discussion on 
each measure. They passed both resolu- 
tions overwhelmingly — with one absten- 
tion on each, and not a single “no” vote. 

Yet the matter may not be closed. As 
the council members gathered June 13, 


-SFUSD officials handed out a 30-page 


press packet alleging that adult critics of 
the superintendent are “using” SAC 
members. “We leave it open to public 
examination if it is plausible that the res- 
olutions Were indeed written solely by 
the students who originally submitted 
it, or instead with the assistance of 
adults,” reads the statement. 

In an accompanying letter, Ackerman 
wrote, “I have recently seen some very dis- 
turbing signs that certain adults are trying 
very hard to manipulate SAC members in 
order to pursue their own political objec- 
tives. I think this type of behavior is shame- 
ful, and I caution all members of the SAC 
to guard against being used to promote 
other people’s agendas.” The most relevant 
attached document was a personal e-mail 
Wong received from an adult encouraging 
the SAC to hold the meeting. 

But the students maintain that they were 
working independently — at least until 
they faced pressure from the district and 
asked some people for advice, Wong told us 
that he borrowed language from newspa- 
per articles concerning these issues, but 
that no adult was involved in drafting either 
resolution. **

The Albany Bowl celebrates a half century of Olympic proportions.

ts pastel and stucco exterior stitched 
with neon piping, the Albany Bowl 
(540 San Pablo, Albany, 510-526- 

8818) beckons with its warmth and 

light. Stepping inside, one hears the 
thunder of colliding pins along 36 par- 
allel lanes. The Bay Area is known for its 
polyphony of opinions, culture, and ap- 
proaches to life, and its full spectrum 
can be seen at the Albany Bowl, from 
rockabilly to hip-hop, from UC students 
to 9-to-5-ers, from retirees to manic 
packs of toddlers. 

Rising property values have made the 
large lot size necessary for bowling alleys 
a bit impractical, and establishments like 
College Bowl and Japantown Bowl have 
closed, their space divvied into smaller 
retail stores. Soon to be 56 years old, the 
Albany Bowl has stayed successful by ac- 
commodating a varied clientele and a 
steady flow of customers from 9 a.m. 
until 2 a.m., 364 days a year (the Bowl 
closes on Christmas Day). 

And this alley has a flair all its own. In 
addition to the requisite burger and fries, 
the attached diner also prepares a selec- 
tion of Thai food. Every time a shot is 
sunk at one of the red velvet—covered 
pool tables, it’s like the cue ball is at- 
tending a gala affair, trotting across the 
Academy Awards carpet. When I first 
stopped by, part-owner and general 
manager John Tierney was seated at one 
of the pool tables, using it as a desk while 
preparing a speech for an upcoming 
bowling tournament. 

“Our bowling center is unique,” he 
said, “because we looked at what the com- 
munity wanted.” Tierney is particularly 
proud of two 95-year-old women who 
come in once a week for league bowling. 
“Tt’s a lifelong sport. It keeps your body 
moving from five to ninety-five.” People of 
all ages show up here to bowl, and up- 
wards of 30 family birthday parties take 
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The bowling gene? Albany Bow! part-owner John Tierney watches his daughter, 
Britney, a top collegiate bowler and member of Junior Team USA. 


place per weekend, as well as events for 
150 local schools and churches. 

On Friday night, music videos play 
on projection screens over the center 
lanes, including a trippy cross fade—filled, 
sepia-toned video for Stevie Wonder’s 
“Superstition.” Saturdays, the bar offers 
a prize for the highest score on the au- 
tomated, uncheatable dartboards; one 
recent week, the prize money was a lofty 
$390. That could buy a lot of shoe rentals. 

“I was at the bowling alley, and there 
were about 20 people crowded around 
the Dance Dance Revolution video 
game machines,” frequent bowler Steve 
Loewinsohn said. “At the center of the 
crowd was one teenage boy playing 
both machines simultaneously by 
jumping back and forth between them. 
It was amazing.”

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Tarts afire

n the Castro’s more deliciously 

sleazy days, now a generation past, 

the closest thing to a patisserie was 

the doughnut shop (across the 

street from Walgreens) at the back 
of which a mumbling man with a 
wild, white beard held forth late at 
night. At the time we thought he re- 
sembled — and we called him — Karl 
Marx (and, being undergraduate wags 
steeped in 19th-century reading lists, 
we naturally called his somber side- 
kick Engels), but in my memory he 
morphed into John Brown, the wild- 
eyed abolitionist holy warrior who led 
an abortive raid on the federal ar- 
mory at Harpers Ferry, Va., in 1859 
and was later executed, only to be- 
come the subject of a famous painting 
that became a memorable album 
jacket: Brown is the crazy prophet, 
Bible in one hand and rifle in the 
other, gray beard aflutter in the winds 
of a prairie storm, at the center of a 
John Steuart Curry mural in the 
Kansas statehouse. That mural be- 
came the cover of Kansas’s 1974 
album, Kansas. 

Meanwhile. If you wanted pastries 
other than doughnuts, you were look- 
ing at a fairly long hike up 18th Street 
to Market, where, in 1984, Fran Gage 
opened her Patisserie Frangaise in a 
skinny, old bakery building. That 
place burned down in 1995, but by 
then the gastronomic transformatior 
of the neighborhood was well-under 
way, and the loss of the patisserie, 
though grievous, wasn’t as heavy as it 
would have been just a few years earli- 
er. Today, if you are struck by a han- 
kering for pastry while waiting for the 
light to change at the corner of 18th 
and Castro, you have a number of 


. choices just a few steps away — 


though the doughnut shop isn’t one 
of them, having been made over as a 
Mexican take-out place, with no sign 
of Marx or Engels. 

Among the newest of these options 


SAN FRANCISCO BAY GUA 


is Le Bon Gateau, an unforgettably 
red café and bakery with glass cases 
full of sweets, high tables near the 
open front windows for scrutiny of 
the always fascinating sidewalk traffic, 
and, at the rear of the public space, a 
loungey array of couches and low ta- 
bles for the enactment of social in- 
trigues. The crowd is a Castro crowd, 
ranging from trannies to business 
types in suits, and the mood, day and 
night, is whispery as confidences are 
exchanged and secrets passed. 

In my 20s I had a friend who, in 
restaurants, would often start asking 
about dessert before the first basket of 
bread had arrived. Le Bon Gateau is 
made for this sort of inversion; you 
could drift in, start salivating at the 
cases full of tarts, cakes, pastries, and 
cookies, and not even notice the 
chalkboards, mounted on the wall be- 
hind the cashier, which list the savory 
items. These run mainly along the 
lines of salads and sandwiches, with a 
soup or two and some pastas thrown 
in, and they tend to be very good — if 
they are available, which, frequently, 
they are not. And you discover this 
not by noting that this or that offer- 
ing has had a line drawn through it 
or been erased but by ordering it and 
being told, after a few moments of 
spluttering exchange between the 
counterperson and some unseen 
presence in the kitchen, that no, they 
don’t have that right now. 

On one visit we ordered French 
potato salad, only to be advised some 
moments later that there was none, 
but there was Mediterranean pasta 
salad. Fine, we said, we'll have that — 
only to be told a moment later that 
there was no Mediterranean pasta ~ 
salad either; in fact, there was no 
salad of any kind. Fine, we said, we 
will have some hummus ($2.75). This 
reached our table as a beige blob, 
lightly touched with olive oil and pa- 
prika — but without the benefit of

pita bread or a baguette or even 
lengths of celery to eat it with. We ate 
it with spoons. 

Service is friendly but so languid 
and chaotic that it’s a wonder the 
food that is available actually reaches 
its intended targets. But it does, and 
mostly it’s worth the trouble. Al- 
though we must have called on no- 
baguette day (“We're out,” the hapless 
boy behind the counter told us), the 
panini-style sandwiches (made from 
good focaccia and pressed in a little 
squeeze grill) are tasty, cheap, and full 
of the romance of those Sbarra shops 
you see all over Europe. “Spiced” tuna 
($5.95) was a bit of a mystery, though 
appealingly spicy — hot paprika? — 
and ratatouille ($5.95) matched 
sautéed peppers and eggplant with 
mozzarella and a smear of tomato 
sauce. Caesar salad ($8.95 with cold 
rounds of chicken breast) wasn’t 
quite as garlicky as Zuni’s, but the ro- 
maine and croutons were crisp and 
the dressing charged with a creamy 


tang: a lovely light supper. 

As for the pastries: They were 
more in tune with our image-is- 
reality times than one might have 
hoped. We found a pistachio pound 
cake ($1.95) to be dry, though an 
appealing springtime green on the 
inside; better was a cranberry-raisin 
tart ($4.50), despite a slightly soggy 
crust. Considerably better than ei- 
ther were a triangular French 
brownie ($3), basted with white- 
sugar frosting and filled with 
ganache, a chewy Florentine ($2.50) 
under a cap of chocolate as wavy as 
gélled disco hair, and a confection of 
hazelnuts embedded in milk choco- 
late. This was decadent, though not 
quite sleazy, alas. “*

Big-box lunch 


s San Francisco becomes increas- 

ingly suburban, as it continues to fill 

with such suburban icons as Sub- 
urbans and big-box retailers, it should 
come as no surprise to glance down a 
SoMa street —- Folsom, say — on a 
warm Saturday afternoon and notice 
that a Sportmart has popped up 
overnight, like a wildflower on a hill 
overlooking a Danville subdivision. | 
was surprised nonetheless, and | could 
not remember what had been there be- 
fore. Cities are like dreams in this 
sense; the busy, wakeful present eras- 
és the past. 

So far we have been spared the ad-- 
vent of Wal-Mart, the Godzilla of big 
boxes, but although Willie Brown, Mr. 
Big Box himself, is no longer mayor and 
no longer in a position (or in as stronga 
position) to be giving such developers 
the keys to the kingdom, it is not im- 
possible fo imagine waking up some 
morning to find that a Wal-Mart has 
sprouted on some previously over- 
looked parcel of land. The possibility is 
particularly meaningful in this food city 
because, according to the June 
Gourmet, Wal-Mart is well on the way 
to becoming the nation’s grocer; the 
magazine claims Wal-Mart's share of 
the country’s grocery sales is expected 
to jump from 15 percent, in 2003, to 35 
percent in 2007. 

Wal-Mart means low prices, of 
course {always!), and while low 
prices aren’t bad per se, they are 
often misleading. Low prices do not 
reflect a wide variety of externalities, 
including environmental degradation, 
labor displacement, and, famously in 
Wal-Mart's case, an emphasis on 
huge quantities of uniformity rather 
than smaller portions of variety. This 
emphasis might not make much dif- 
ference in the realms of socks or fa- 
cial tissue (how many kinds do we 
really need?), but a contraction in 


choice of foods has deeper implica- 


tions: for the pure satisfaction of eat- 
ing, of course, but also for food as 
cultural marker, and for food produc- 
ers great and small. 

The great paradox of Wal-Mart is 
that its low prices have become in- 
creasingly important to the ever grow- 
ing segment of the population that has 
seen its job base and financial security 
eroded by aggressive Wal-Mart acquisi- 
tion policies favoring Asian manufactur- 
ers and domestic agribusiness. It is 
hard to convince people they should 
spend more for organic milk while the 
floorboards of middle-class life are rot- 
ting and splintering under their feet and 
television is constantly telling them that 
the rich have more, and more is better, 
and more costs less at Wal-Mart. 

Quite apart from the matter of 
prices is the issue of shopping for 
food — for anything — in cold con- 
crete-floored barns. Hell is other peo- 
pie, Sartre once said; evidently he 
never had the pleasure of trolling a 
big box for a nice peach. ;

ears ago, making the now familiar jog 

from Bumfuck, Idaho, back to here, I saw 

a thing that wouldn’t change my life, 

much as I wanted it to. It was a bridge. In 

a field off the side of the road, just setting 
there, displaced in the dirt and the weeds, con- 
necting nothing to nowhere. Older and wiser, I 
can credit the Weiser River now, probably, for 
leaving that bridge where it improbably left it. 
The Weiser River flooded dramatically on New 
Year’s Day, 1997. I have six hours of homemade 
video footage and lots and lots of couch-pil- 
lowed popcorn to prove it. 

At the time that I saw this bridge, though, I 
didn’t know about the flood. I did a double 
take, twisted my neck, swerved off the road 
into and back out of the ditch, then continued 
on, shaken and impressed. Philosophically, 
had I known then what I know now (i.e., 
absolutely nothing), I would have stopped the 
car, gone to the bridge, and sat down on it. 

But back then, being a writer and poet, I used 
to see things metaphorically. I thought I had the 
one I'd been waiting for all my life: Something 
solid enough to build a whole novel around. 
Something odd enough to keep me interested 
for however long it takes to write a novel. 

It takes about three or four hours to write 
one of these columns. 


I spent five or six years filling notebooks 
with notes, and recycling bins with failed sen- 
tences, trying to wrap my windy words and 
tissue-thin fictional characters around this 
very real goddamn steel bridge in this field in 
Bumfuck, Idaho. 

Don’t think I ever actually officially gave up 
on the novel until just a few months ago, 
when I gave up on writing in general — 


other great places with some other great peo- 
ple, I kind of forgot about it until right now 
— well, yesterday. I just got back from Idaho, 
where I didn't see any bridges just setting 
there off the side of any roads connecting any 
empty fields to themselves. But I did get to 
show my pretty, painted, bejewelried, skinny 
little self to lots of ranchers, truckers, and bik- 
ers. Mostly at a tiny, rural town café called the 
Gobbler, where I ate twice and finally under- 
stood what my friends all meant when they 
said I was brave. 

Except for the time I jumped out of an air- 
plane, I had never in my life felt the least little

except for Cheap Eats, of course, and songs 
and songs and songs about chickens and but- 
ter and eggs. So now I get to expend my 
biggest, heaviest metaphor ever on a restau- 
rant review! The restaurant: a colorfully 
funky little joint called On the Bridge, in 
Japantown Center. 

I’ve been sitting on this great place for a few 
weeks, ever since I ate there one day with 
Wayway and F. Rex. In the excitement of some 


bit brave, until, all alone, I dipped my fuchsia- 
tipped toes into that sea of cowboy boots. 
What else I was wearing was a somewhat 
slightly see-through shirt, which ever so subtly 
showed off my flat-chested tan lines. As the 
cowboy hats all turned in unison, I said to 
myself, Oh. 

And then: Oh well. 

It was a good day to die. For my last meal I 
ordered a bacon cheeseburger with fries and a 


slice of blueberry pie. Luckily I lived to tell 
about it, because the burger was way over- 
done. Next time I order a last meal, there, I’m 
definitely going for the chicken-fried steak. 

On the Bridge in Japantown Center, I got 
this kind of like chicken-fried ground pork 
and beef patty ($8.35), except it came with 
rice instead of mashed potatoes, and “tonkat- 
su” sauce instead of gravy. F. Rex had a veg- 
etable curry, and Wayway had flying fish roe 
spaghetti. Oh, and I ordered edamame, of 
course, because supposedly soy beans contain 
estrogen. 

Everything was great! 

The idea here is a kind of bridging of 
Western food themes — like pasta, hamburger 
patties, and sandwiches — with more tradi- 
tional Japanese tastes. It’s called Yoshoku-style 
cuisine, and it’s apparently all the rage in 
Japan these days. Here too, in my mind. ’m 
impressed. I’d stay away from the “ketchup- 
based” spaghetti sauces, but Wayway’s fish egg 
pasta, with its soy sauce and garlic based 
sauce, was excellent. 

And there are lots of other interesting 
sounding, bridgey choices, including au gratin 
rice dishes and something called “pizza toast.” 

Pizza toast.

Go Greens! 


re you a produce freak? 

Do you go to at least one farm- 
ers’ market a week? Do you have 
two different CSA boxes delivered 
on alternate weeks so you can 

have the widest possible variety of 
farmer-direct fruits? Does the thought of 
buying a supermarket tomato or peach 
fill you with dread? 

As you well know, we're blessed living 
in the Bay Area. Where I’m from (a 
small town in the higher elevations of 
the Rocky Mountains) the growing sea- 
son is so short (and the cattle ranchers 
have such a stranglehold on the sur- 
rounding land) that the farmers’ market 
happens only for one month of the year 
— August. And then it starts snowing 
right after Labor Day. Here you can hit 
several farmers’ markets New Year’s 
weekend and buy freshly picked rutaba- 
gas to your heart’s content. 

Not a few restaurants take advantage 
of our glut of fine produce. Chez 
Panisse comes to mind, of course. And 
so does Greens, whose commitment to 
seasonal organic produce has led it to 
partner up with the Zen Center’s 
Green Gulch Farms.

But say you labor at one of the 
more than 30 nonprofits that are 
housed at Fort Mason Center 
along with Greens. Can you afford 
$18.50 curries and $9 appetizer 
salads? Can you afford to sip a 
glass of petite syrah while taking 
in one of the most stunning vistas 
in the Bay Area? No, you cannot 


them nonprofits? 

Still, there is a solution, For 
some time now, Greens has been 
offering a picnic/office-friendly version 
of its food from the Greens to Go count- 
er in the front of the restaurant. 

Get there on a weekday morning, and 
a cordial sign offers you the chance to 
enjoy your breakfast in the dining room 
until the servers need to begin setting up 
for lunch. My five-year-old and I recent- 
ly took advantage of that hospitality. The 
dramatic space was tranquil — a perfect 
spot for enjoying some well-prepared 
espresso drinks and fresh-squeezed or- 
ange juice. You can choose from a range 
of baked goods (some baked in-house, 
others provided by Artisan Bakery). We 
sampled a house-made orange pecan

scone with currants as rich and tender as 
Drew Barrymore cashing her Charlie's 
Angels paycheck. To gild the lily, we got 
some complementary house-made 
strawberry jam that carried the essence 
of sun-ripened berries. 

Arrive at noon, and the tranquillity 
has given way to hubbub, with a rich 
brew of tourists, working people, the 
leisure class, and moms with kids all 
crowding the counter. Luckily the count- 
er staff is patient and helpful. 

We visited on one of the windiest 
days of the year. Loath to have our lunch 
blow into the bay, we didn’t choose to sit 
at one of the outdoor picnic tables 


plunked here and there around the sce- 
nic Fort Mason parking lot. Instead we 
took our food across the way to the City 
College gallery, where there are three or 
four tables set up. The folks from the 
café in front didn’t seem to mind our 
camping out on the tables, surrounded 
by sculptures. 

It being spring, peas showed up in 
two of our dishes. A pea and yellow-beet 
salad featured tender beets with bright 
green, slightly starchy peas in a light 
vinaigrette. A better expression of the 
season was the sweet-savory and herba- 
ceous fresh pea soup. 

The universal favorite was a sandwich 
of roasted eggplant, Asiago (you can get 
it without), arugula, and sun-dried 
tomatoes on a scallion focaccia. This 
kind of sandwich may sound like a 
1980s cliché, what with those Reagan- 
era staples sun-dried tomatoes and 
arugula, But the smoky eggplant, bitey 
arugula, and intense sun-drieds work 
and play together beautifully. The focac- 
cia was neither dried out nor mushy. 

We also all loved the peanut noodle 
salad, a lush but nongreasy preparation 
of grilled tofu, scallions, daikon, carrots, 
and noodles in a gingery peanut sauce. 
The tofu was so good we were stabbing 
each other’s hands with our forks trying 
to get it out of the container. 

More of that delicious tofu showed 


up on the grilled tofu sandwich, with 
lettuce, juicy and perfect tomatoes, and 
mayo on OK whole wheat bread. Opin- 
ion was split on the Tassajara rice bowl 
with black-bean chili. The chiliheads 
(myself included) found it bland, while 
the others thought the correct descrip- 
tion was “subtle.” 

A pear-and-berry cobbler showed 
off Greens’ access to fabulous fruit. 
Baking can mute fruits’ delightful fla- 
vors, but here it enhanced and concen- 
trated them. 

In this era of raw vegan cuisine, 
Greens to Go (and Greens itself) seem 
like quaint throwbacks to an earlier 
era. Lots of offerings get their rich deli- 
ciousness from cheese and butter. I saw 
only one anemic looking type of muf- 
fin marked “vegan” among all the but- 
ter-drenched croissants and scones 
when I went in the morning. But for 
the lacto-ovos among us, Greens to Go 
is still a good choice for an upscale 
take-out meal. *

Subculture clash 


The Frameline fest’s 29th incarnation gets tribal. By Dennis Harvey” 


efore New Tribalism, there was the 

old tribalism of just naturally 

hanging close to people like you, 

for purposes of survival and cus 

tom and safety in numbers. Yes, 
distinctions between the two do blur, 
beyond the element of choice separating 
“Grob make fire so tribe live” from 
“Seraphtica juggles torches to Dead Can 
Dance at a pre-playa fundraiser, this 
Saturday only.” 

The history of homohood is prima- 
rily subterranean and tribal by nature 
(no, not nurture), especially the further 
back you go. Subterranean because so 
few societies permitted open coloring 
outside the established gender-role 
lines, necessitating secrecy. Tribal 
because, let’s face it, humans — not 
that I’m dissing those freaks of the 
celibacy-enthusiast persuasion — are 
social animals that crave companion- 
ship. Without which, it becomes that 
experience umpteen stranded would- 
be tribalists have suffered, and which 
one literary lesbian once aptly labeled 
as the well of loneliness. 

That living grave still has its advo- 
cates — nearly all heterosexual, the rest 
closeted with ye olde self-hate for com- 
pany — the world over. They remain 
resistant to acknowledging a “gay com- 
munity” whose complexity is only hint- 
ed at by a certain local event’s gradual 
linguistic extension toward becoming 
the San Francisco International Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual, and Transgender Film 
Festival. (Perhaps acknowledging that’s 
both too much and not nearly enough, 
its current edition encourages us to sim- 
ply call it Frameline 29.) 

Admittedly, it’s no fun going from 
being considered the vanguard of pro- 
gressive social evolution to being popu- 
larly indicted (even by Will and Grate- 
acclimated, national mainstream media) 
as a last freak haven for political senti- 
ments “out of touch” with the rest of 
America. But SF and the greater Bay 
Area knows this is a crazy phase that, 
God willing, will pass. Unless the White 
House's particular God and its angry 
acolytes drive us yea farther into a reac- 
tionary fundamentalism worse than the 
one we're so worried about in Islam, 
and which conservative US ideologues 
did so much to ferment. To paraphrase 
Aretha, who’s terrorizin’ who? 

Frameline 29 arises like Godzilla 
from the sea June 16 to once again 
warmly bathe the city in 11 days of cin- 
ematic fire, camp, activism, eros, mon- 
ster glamour, and individual stories of 
people discovering themselves by run- 
ning screaming from something bad, 
(That something most often being 
parental or religious.) Nothing provokes 
spectator bonding like an emergency — 
or a party. Some of the festival’s best, if 
least-heralded, programs celebrate those 
tribes within our tribe that laid ground- 
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breaking pipe (ahem) for real freedom 
of identity, that bucked stereotypes, that 
continue to define diversity as deeper 
and more humanly relevant than race, 
gender, creed, costume, and even politi- 
cal affiliation. 

Several are archaeological digs into 
hitherto undiscovered (or at least 
undersung) pioneer days, which, con- 
trary to popular belief, haven't been 
fully logged as yet. A few titles do tell 
familiar tales, such as the one that — in 
an outstanding example of “Well, aren't 
we the center of the universe?” chauvin- 
ism — is called not Mostly White Gay 
Male Sex in Manhattan and on Fire 
Island in the ’70s but simply Gay Sex in 
the 70s. While those old porn and party 
clips are always welcome, the world may 
have reached its quota of documentaries 
defining gay lib as a sandy square 
bounded by the velvet ropes of (a) 
Stonewall, (b) Studio 54, (c) Saint 
Mark's Baths, and (d) Larry Kramer 
talking. Sure, you had to be there — but 
I've seen this story so many times that 
now I’m beginning to think I was. 

A story you definitely haven’t heard 


before is Screaming Queens: The Riot at 
Compton's Cafeteria. Dr. Susan Stryker 
and Victor Silverman excavated an inci- 
dent that was no less than “the trans- 
gender community’s debut on the stage 
of American political history” — one 
that occurred, to considerably less last- 
ing fanfare, three years before a similar 
melee at Stonewall Inn. As old mondo- 
style exploitation footage limns the 1966 
Tenderloin as a landscape of “vice and 
human misery,’ former “gutter girls” like 
Felicia Elizondo and Tamara Ching 
recall it as the one area where transgen- 
der folk were allowed to exist. Not with- 
out police kickbacks, harassment, and 
arrest (for such offenses as “obstructing 
the sidewalk” and the very loosely 
defined “female impersonation”). 
These feathered types flocked 
together at the nexus of Turk and 
Taylor Streets, which offered the flop- 
house El Rosa Hotel (one former resi- 
dent calls it “a home for wayward 
girls”), bars, a bathhouse, and not-so- 
fine dining within high-heeled walking 
distance. All-night chain diner 
Compton’s, in fact, was the place to see,

be seen, and maybe get picked up (by 
cops or clients). But heightened 
police hassling one night prompted 
patrons to fight back — legend has it 
one threw her coffee in a pushy offi- 
cer’s face, commencing a free-for-all 
that spilled onto the street and saw 
many a heavy handbag bitch-slap SF's 
finest. This forgotten moment's tri- 
umph was “the first known instance of 
collective militant queer resistance to 
police harassment” in our fair nation, 
as Stryker puts it. 

Another eye-opening flashback to 
subcultural chutzpah is Scott Bloom’s 
Original Pride. This delightful hour 
pays tribute to the Satyrs Motorcycle 
Club, which celebrated its 50th 
anniversary last year, making it per- 
haps the nation’s oldest continuously 
operating gay organization. Inspired 
by the same delinquent Brando Wild 
One image that drew constant LAPD 
persecution, these Harley-riding bad 
boys regularly went on runs to wilder- 
ness spots where no one could inter- 
rupt their epic boozing, trick riding 
contests, al fresco sex and Kate Smith 
lip-synching. 

As one latter-day fan puts it, “A 
buncha big burly biker pigs — what 
could be bad about that?” It should be 
noted that both this movie and 
Screaming Queens contain anecdotes 
suggesting the Hell’s Angels were 
much more open-minded about their 
party buddies than you might expect. 
Another club you might be happy to 
join — or at least applaud from the 
sidelines — is the Aggressives, whose 
ultrabutch NYC lesbians of color insist 
on defining gender however it suits 
them in Daniel Peddle’s documentary 


of the same name. And that suits some 
other people too, as demonstrated 
when one principal gleefully appears 
on a Ricki Lake Show episode titled 
“Straight Women Who Can't Resist 
Lesbian Studs!” 

There’s a curious fashion overlap 
(those ducktail quiffs!) between them 
and the surprising community of 
Morrissey lovers in William E. Jones's 
Is It Really So Strange?: a largely East 
LA Latino mix of lesbians, gays, and 
straights, many not yet born when the 
Mozzer began his musical moping in 
the Smiths nearly a quarter century 
ago. Elizabeth Elson’s Born in a Barn 
pays a visit to folks of various persua- 
sions who've found deep satisfaction 
in human pony play — a fetish that, 
like other B&D related ones, is as 
much about trust and affection as any- 
thing else. Ditto Antonia Kao’s short 
co-feature Pup, in which Puppy Tim 
and Master Skip prove they’re really 
best in show. 

That same designation is a matter 
of some suspense in Sasha Aicken’s 
Blood, Sweat and Glitter, about com- 
petition for the Miss Trannyshack 
title. That Tuesday-night institution’s 
decadelong stand at the forefront of 
alterna-drag extremity is given a 
more general shakeout in Sean 
Mullens’s Trannyshack, which from 
its first performance moment (when 
Old Glory emerges from a place very 
like that where our president has 
shoved it) mercifully demonstrates 
that we're not all in Oz anymore. 
Surrender, old-school Dorothys: 
These children are the future, and the 
stuff they’re strutting looks a whole 
lot more like a GWAR concert than 
Judy at Carnegie Hall. 

Something closer to everyday life — 
albeit strictly by local standards — is 
offered by Karen Everett’s Women in 
Love, an engaging personal dive into 
the “lesbian wonderland” that was SF 
in the 1990s. And maybe still is, though 
by journey’s end Everett seems to have 


evolved beyond “living out a fantasy of 
what gay men got to do in the ’70s.” 

These being women, of course, their 
equivalent is not quite so druggy or 
what's-your-name-again? as Gay Sex in 
the ’70s’ recalled fuckathon. Instead, it 
involves private sex parties, workshops 
in ethical sluthood, primary-partner 
commitments, concepts like 
“polyamory,” and lots of talking about 
feelings. (Note to Buddha: Next time, 
please make me a San Francisco les- 
bian.) Everett may be obsessive enough 
to film her love life at length, but she’s 
also filmmaker enough to include 
scenes where her lovers tell her this 
filming-every-private-moment thing is 
just nuts. She knows her scene is cool 
and does it affectionate justice. 

Last and definitely least, we must 
acknowledge one mo’ tribe — “It’s 
more like a fraternity,’ one member 
says, and he is oh so right — whose 
testament to the community’s near- 
infinite diversity is Muzak to our ears. 
Aptly presented by those cheeky ambu- 
lance chasers World of Wonder 
Productions (of Anna Nicole 
Uncensored and 101 Rent Boys fame), 
Wash Westmoreland’s Gay Republicans 
checks in at the Log Cabin club and 
finds party founder Abraham Lincoln 
spinning in his grave. 

You'll thrill to former Best Hair 
Colorist in America and Palm Beach— 
based Maurice Bonamigo opining, 
“Without sounding snobby, we just 
think it [a pride celebration] is 
beneath us.” You will be a danger to 
the theater upholstery as unique LA 
personality Mark Harris — let’s just 
say gasoline thrown at the seat of his 
pants would prove fatal — defends 
Reagan’s AIDS nonpolicies. One of 
the few sane minds (and women, 
period) here, deciding enough is 
enough after Shrub’s proposed consti- 
tutional “Defense of Marriage” 
amendment, explains, “I can’t do any 
more self-hatred.” Now that’s a value 
worth ratifying. *% 


High gloss-ary 


hen the multiscreen behemoth SF International LGBT 
Wee Festival made its humble start in a basement 

almost three decades ago, handbills gushed, “Gay 
movies!” a term that seemed quite fresh, specific, and all- 
encompassing in itself. But these days, describing what's 
available at the Frameline fest is a lot more complicated — 
you don't just say “coffee” when you mean “nonfat no-whip 


guide to some of the currents flowing through this year’s 
programming: 


Sex is artier in Europe Or is that “Art is sexier”? Germany 
gets its own Bar Girls in Beautiful Women. The Almodovar- 
esque freak flag is flown by Spain’s Unconscious and the 
very Greek Blackmail Boy. France's opening-night contri- 
bution Céte d’Azur orchestrates a shotgun marriage 
between Jacques Demy and polysexual polemicism. 

Young, dumb and full of fun Audiences never get 
enough of movies about the smooth-skinned, youthful 
coming-outs they wish they had. A good one: Marco 
Kreuzpainter’s bittersweet but ultimately exhilarating 
Summer Storm, about a Bavarian high school rowing 
team’s horn-dogged training camp trip. 

Three-way doom Documentaries Three of Hearts and 
Life in a Box profile inspirational-in-theory domestic 
arrangements — bisexual men plus heterosexual woman, 
and three gay men, respectively — that sadly only get 
truly interesting when things get really, really ugly. 

Gender splendor Particularly good buzz surrounds 
Duncan Tucker’s closing-night Transamerica, which stars 
Desperate Housewives’ Felicity Huffman. 

The sporting life From the real-life, cross-country- 
cycling Lesbian Grandmothers from Mars to the Hindi 
swim-team towel-snappers in India’s My Brother Nikhil, 
your jock (figuratively speaking, ladies!) will itch with 
admiration. Do not miss the genius that is Alex Thiele’s 


soy mocha latte,” now do you? Here's a far-from-complete . 


Rugger Buggers, which profiles London’s gay rugby crew, 
the Kings Cross Steelers. As the hilarious voice-over play- 
by-play notes, “Make no mistake — these poufs are 
tough!” 

Is it still lezploitation if we like it? Haven't seen the 
movie, but that catalog photo sure makes the 17-year-old 
lesbian prostitutes of Dennis lliadis's Greek drama 
Hardcore \ook like gay-for-pay Russian pop duo Tatu. Have 
seen Pawel Pawlikowski's My Summer of Love, which is 
both male-gaze lezploitation and a very good movie. Holy 
mixed feelings, Batman! Have also seen Dragan 
Marinkovic's Take a Deep Breath, and dude, these lesbos 
do just about everything but mud-wrestle! In other words: 
One small step forward for Serbian cinema, one giant step 
backward for everyone else. For actual old-school lez- 
ploitation, check out Just the Two of Us, a 1970 grind- 
house gem presented by Jenni Olsen, whose own non-lez- 
ploitative feature The Joy of Life is — more poetically — 
also about the yearning to be unalone. 

Beyond the glitter ball Is it just me, or does the post- 
birth-of-punk adherence to disco music as Official 
Community Soundtrack seem the worst mistake in modern 
gay history? (Unless you count Roy Cohn and J. Edgar 
Hoover.) See shorts programs “I Wanna Be Sedated,” 
“Scary, Mary!,” all things Trannyshack-related, and the docu- 
mentary Ned Rorem: Word and Music for proof our clubs and 
CD collections need not all be frozen in 1975 — let alone 
enslaved by disco’s satanic spawn, house music. 

Drag camp Nothing lacking here, given programs by or 
about Charles Busch, Peaches Christ, Trannyshack, David 
Weissman, Kiki and Herb, and Tammy Faye Bakker-Messner. 

Gay marriage and child-rearing ‘Nuff said — and ‘nuff 
filmed, already — on these topics, is the opinion you might 
have if you’ve gone to a lot of film festivals (gay or otherwise) 
in the past few years. Only if, of course. 

AIDS movies Actually, it’s AIDS movie. Just one, really 
— Ending AIDS: The Search for a Vaccine. How times have 


changed.

Short takes on features at the 29th 
Frameline film fest 


GYPO (Jan Dunn, UK, 2005) \n a terrifying 
sequence, surly British teens follow Czech 
refugees Tasha and her mother down an alley, 
bullying them and finally pushing the women’s 
fish-and-chips into their faces. This act is ulti- 
mately juvenile in nature, but the scene is no 
less sinister if one knows that the red splatters 
on the women’s faces are ketchup. (Earlier in 
the movie, when the women appear post-attack, 
the audience registers these blotches as blood.) 
GYPO is retold through three perspectives that 
pressure-cook its themes of racism, classism, 
and emotional intensity. This is no thriller, 
though, but director Jan Dunn’s small Dogme 95 
film (the first produced solely in the UK). Middle- 
aged Helen finds relief from her dysfunctional 
family’s daily maelstrom in her newfound kin- 
ship with daughter Kelly’s sweet, attentive friend 
Tasha, who reciprocates with an intensity born 
of her isolation and uncertain future. A slowness 
does at times creep into the film's rewinding 
structure, but the director uses this space to 
revel in the story's realism, grittiness, and 
warmth. Sun/19, 6 p.m., Castro. (Laurie Koh) 
Healing Sex (Shar Rednour, US, 2004) To the 
tinkle of New Agey piano, therapist Staci Haines 
(author of The Survivor's Guide to Sex) calmly 
looks at the camera and lays out an exemplary 
plan for sexual healing after sexual trauma.

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directed by Shar Rednour, should come 
with the label “Don’t try this at home 
without a therapist.” With a mixture of 
self-help instructions, dramatized situa- 
tions (amateurish, but key), and docu- 
mentary techniques, Haines covers a lot, 
including reestablishing boundaries, 
rewiring the body’s instincts, finding 
pleasure again, and involving a partner in 
the process. All invaluable information, 
but truly reopening such wounds could 
be dangerous without further support. 
The film is perhaps best as a resource to 
introduce concepts of healing — espe- 
cially for survivors without community, 
who get to see a satisfyingly diverse cast 
of men and women optimistically dealing 
with the same issues.

Is It Really So Strange? (William E. 
Jones, US, 2004) Morrissey obsession — 
we've all been there (and if you haven't, 
skip to the next review). William E. Jones 
turns his camera on SoCal’s Moz cult, 
populated by Latino twentysomethings 
who gather for Smiths-centric club 
nights, paper their bedroom walls with 
memorabilia, and sculpt their hair into 
shiny pompadours. Various topics are 
covered, including “the first Smiths song 
| ever heard.” Since the singer now 
makes LA his home, some amusing 
close encounters are shared, including a 
sighting of the man himself pawing 
through his own CDs at the Virgin 
Megastore. That Morrissey has earned 
one of music’s most devoted fan bases is 
made quite apparent — Jones himself is 
an admirer, daring to ask only a few 
questions when he tags along on a 
Morrissey photo shoot — but /s /t Really 
So Strange? is almost too respectful; sty- 
listically, it's overly static and hardly as 
charged as the Moz-world hinted at in 
the filmmaker’s nightlife-heavy still pho- 
tographs.

Just the Two of Us (Jaque Beerson 
and Barbara Peeters, US, 1975) 
Desperate Housewives in love? The L 
Word goes back to the burbs? Female 
exploitation doyenne Barbara Peeters

biker film Bury Me an Angel) digs into 
the lonely lot of two bored wives on the 
outskirts of the time’s LA love-ins. 
Blousy, bosomy femme Adria (Alisa 
Courtney) and Vita Sackville-West-like 
upscale butch Denise (Elizabeth Plumb) 
feel hemmed in by their absent hus- 
bands, bad bridge parties, and too much 
shopping, so when they spy a pair of 
gorgeous, groovy lesbians at the hippie 
eatery downtown, their imaginations — 
and sex lives — get rewed. Too bad a 
random hunk (John Aprea) spoils the 
afternoon delight. Way less classy than 
Radley Metzger’s britches-rippers but 
also much less pretentious, Just the Two 
of Us is subpar softcore sexploitation, full 
of hilarious dialogue and no-name, lame 
rock band appearances, but still worth- 
while for the relative care and empathy 
Peeters brings to her heroines.

| tell you, it humbled her. She’s a lot 
more fun. It’s funny how cancer can 
bring people around. | think more people 
should get cancer.” That bit of wisdom 
— about a sister named Candy — could 
only come from the vodka-soaked mind 
and tongue of Kiki DuRane, cabaret 
raconteur nonpareil. This documentary 
follows Kiki and her sidekick-in-the- 
pants pianist, Herb, during a visit to 
London, from the screech of their 
Concorde landing on the runway to the 
final — fatal? — splash one of them 
makes after a performance on a boat 
docked on the Thames. Through it all, 
Kiki’s creator, Justin Bond, reveals why 
he — and she — are currently without 
peer. Staying perfectly in character 
throughout, Bond improvs hilarious lines 
at a frightening rate. There isn’t a lot of 
musical footage here, though a medley 
that leaps from Radiohead’s “Creep” into 
the Hues Corporation’s “Rock the Boat” 
certainly fits the seaside venue. “| have 
never left any place until | was asked 
to,” Kiki declares at one point, but many 
SF fans wish she and Bond would return 
to their former hometown. For now, this 
movie will do.

Stryker (Noam Gonick, Canada, 2004) 
Thankfully, the title doesn’t refer to a 
certain scary porn icon, but to a much 
more fascinating 14-year-old Ojibwe 
pyro who blazes through increasingly 
twisted no-hope terrain. Best things first: 
Stryker was shot by Ed Lachman, the 
exceptionally talented cinematographer 
who lensed Far from Heaven and Larry 
Clark’s Ken Park. Crisp and kinetic, 
Lachman’s approach here is closer to the 
latter’s hyperreal quality than to the for- 
mer’s artificiality, and it suits a story line 
about crack turf wars in Winnipeg that 
completely avoids the boring white 
romantic conventions of commercial gay 
drama. Depicting the struggles — both 
shared and against one another — of 
the city’s Indian Posse and ABS (Asian 
Bomb Squad, though the acronym also 
fits their chiseled six-packs), Noam 
Gonick’s richly complicated second fea- 
ture just happens to be genderbent, or 
viewed through eyes attuned to the 
latent homo qualities straining within 
machismo. Thanks to characters as vivid 
and rarely seen as bull-dyke gang leader 
Mama Ceese (Deena Fontaine), the fact 
that the performances sometimes favor 
enthusiasm over finesse. matters little.

Tammy Faye: Death Defying (Chris 
McKim, US, 2005) Wrapped in the sunny, 
optimistic packaging of WE: Women’s 
Entertainment (where it will air in late 
July), this latest doc about human 
dynamo Tammy Faye Messner (formerly 
Bakker) is actually a bit of a downer. 
‘Cause, you see, Tammy Faye has cancer 
— the inoperable kind. From the produc- 
tion team that brought The Eyes of 
Tammy Faye to the world, this sock pup- 
pet-free exercise in vérité touches only 
briefly on Messner’s colorful, televange- 
list past, focusing mostly on her illness 
and its treatment. She loses her famous 


“eyelashes during chemotherapy, but 


she’s far more upset by the loss of her 
singing voice, which she struggles to 
regain with her first-ever music lessons. 
Parts of the film show reality TV’s influ- 
ence (Tammy Faye tries yoga! meets a 
plastic surgeon! babies her tiny dogs!), 
but Tammy Faye: Death Defying is overall 
rather poignant, filled with plenty of 
tears, plus singular moments like Tammy 
Faye declaring that when she dies, she 
wants to be “cremated — and put into 
maracas!”

That Man: Peter Berlin (Jim 
Tushinski, US, 2005) That man, indeed. 
Jim Tushinski’s documentary tribute to a 
living, breathing (though maybe not still 
preening) icon of the gay sex revolution 
has me wondering how I’ve lived in SF 
for so long without ever catching a direct 
glimpse of the one and only Peter Berlin. 
Admittedly, nowadays the blond master 
and servant of erotic self-portraiture 
seems to favor a Garbo-like existence 
that’s the absolute opposite of years 
spent walking this city’s streets in 
always-skintight and often-sheer getups 
that inevitably showcased a horn o’ plen- 
ty (one cucumber, two oranges and a 
healthy sprinkling of sprouts) bulge in the 
crotch. Berlin isn’t exactly the warmest 
profile subject, but he proves to be a fas- 
cinating one, a Mapplethorpe contempo- 
rary whose survival just might have 
depended on his narcissism: Both his 
elaborate, striking photography and his 
time capsule-ready, SF-set X-rated films 
are products of a libido that’s more con- 
cerned with — and excited by — look- 
ing than touching. Tushinski does a fine 
job of drawing out his reclusive subject 
and brings in colorful commentary by 
John Waters and an even more intelli- 
gent and funny observer, ’70s porn icon 
Jack Wrangler. Excellent. June 23,

Thrée Dancing Slaves (Gaé/ Morel, 
France, 2004) A few years back, | sat 
near director Gaél Morel at a screening 
of Ken Park, and it’s safe to say Morel’s 
latest movie has taken a cue or two from 
Larry Clark in terms of ogling young 
male bodies. This trait is only partly a 
new one, as Morel is an acolyte of the 
masterful André Téchiné, whose best 
film, Wild Reeds (which actually stars 
Morel), isn’t blind to similar sights, 
though a bit less crude in its appreciation 
of.them. Three Dancing Slaves matches 
the rare flair for brisk sunlit movement 
— the capability of capturing teeming 
activity in a single shot — of the best 
Téchiné, but the pupil has yet to match 
his mentor’s knack for tying disparate 
story threads together. Morel’s look ata 
trio of troubled brothers has its angry, La 
Haine-like moments (courtesy of skin- 
head Nicolas Cazalé, ever ready to strip), 
its incisively somber, Erick Zonca—like 
workforce chapters (featuring former boy 
toy Stéphane Rideau), and its dreamy 
first-love passages (Thomas Dumerchez 
and Salim Kechiouche in a hot beachside 
téte-a-téte).

Back in black 


Stellar Batman Returns revives a fallen film franchise. By Cheryl Eddy 


icture it: June 1989. A nation bows down to 

Batman, directed by Tim Burton, fresh off 

Beetlejuice and headed next for Edward Scissorhands. 

It was possibly mainstream America’s biggest shared 

goth moment, thanks to Burton's stylized take on the 
Dark Knight; plus, there was that Prince soundtrack — so 
inescapable, my memories of Batman ’89 are largely limited 
to the contents of the “Batdance” video. 

Everyone remembers what happened next. Batman begat 
Batman Returns, Batman Forever, and 1997’s dreaded 
Batman and Robin, a movie so deadly it pretty much took a 
boot heel to any residual bat-frenzy at the multiplex. 
(Somewhere, Adam West wept). Rumors in recent years 
suggested possible reignition tactics, including Requiem for 
a Dream director Darren Aronofsky’s planned take on 
Frank Miller's Batman: Year One. Hype also percolated 
around Batman vs. Superman for a time. Here’s what we 
know for sure: Barring any unforeseen flare-up of the 
“Superman curse,” Superman Returns is poised to spread 
Kryptonite (and regurgitated Brando footage) among the 
masses next summer. But fans of the Caped Crusader need 
wait no longer, as Batman Begins is out today, and it does 
not disappoint. 

First off, there’s plenty of talent behind the camera, with 
Christopher Nolan (Memento) directing from a script he 
cowrote with avowed comic-book fiend David S. Goyer 
(Blade, Dark City). Nolan’s approach is way less fantasyland 
than Burton’s; his Gotham is seedier, slummier, and popu- 
lated with villians more creepy than cartoony — and his 
Batman (Christian Bale, who heads a superb cast) is 
younger and way more pissed-off. Since the movie is called 
Batman Begins, the first half is given over to the hero's ori- 
gin story, which is infused with far less gee-whizzery than 
anything we saw in Spider-Man. In my book, any movie 
that starts with an angry guy (Bale, in Bruce Wayne mode) 
in a Bhutanese jail throwing punches in the chow-line is off 
to an excellent start — and things only get better once 
young Master Wayne is spirited away to a H imalayan train- 
ing camp, where he’s taught battle tactics, the importance 
of theatricality, and sinister-Zen philosophy (“Master your 
own fears to prey on the fears of others”) by the mysteri- 
ous Ducard (Liam Neeson, working some rather Satanic 
facial hair). 

Ducard and his League of Shadows cohort, Ra’s al Ghul 
(The Last Samurai’s Ken Watanabe), have a zero-tolerance 
approach to crime that Wayne initially supports — under- 
standable, considering his billionaire parents were shot to 
death by a mugger before his wide, preteen eyes. What’s 
worse, the murderer was let out of jail after precious few 
years, only to be gunned down for squealin’ on Carmine 
Falcone (Tom Wilkinson), Gotham’s top mob boss. But 
since he’s “no executioner,” Wayne stops short of joining 
the League of Shadows. Chaos ensues, and enemies are 
made, before Wayne hops a jet back to Gotham, deter- 
mined to clean up his city on his own terms. “People need 
dramatic examples to shake them out of apathy,” he 
explains to his faithful butler, Alfred. (Michael Caine). 

For Wayne, that means dressing up like a bat and strik- 
ing fear in the heart of every crook in town (and pum- 
meling those he meets face-to-face). Since Batman is a 
superhero without superpowers, he relies on various 
accoutrements to help him “fly,” vanish into thin air, etc. 
Morgan Freeman earns many of Batman Begins’ laughs as 
wry Wayne Enterprises scientist Lucius Fox, who oversees 
the company’s dusty collection of unused inventions 
(including the tricked-out car that becomes the 
Batmobile). And Batman soon puts all of these wonderful 
toys to use: Besides the Falcone problem, there’s also an

ominous plot involving psychiatrist Dr. Jonathan Crane 
(28 Days Later’s Cillian Murphy), who himself has-an alter 
ego — let’s just say he puts the “scare” in “Scarecrow” (I'd 
also say it’s his freakishly surreal scenes that put the “13” 
in “PG-13”). Other key characters include comely assis- 
tant DA Rachel Dawes (Katie Holmes), a childhood friend 
of Wayne’s; Gotham’s one good cop, Det. Sgt. Jim Gordon 
(Gary Oldman); and greedy Wayne Enterprises CEO 
Richard Earle (Rutger Hauer). 

Batman Begins may have little in common with any of 
the Caped Crusader’s previous films, but it does resemble 
other recent superhero flicks, particularly Spider-Man 2, 
with its more existential approach to dual-identity crisis. 
Much to Rachel’s disgust, Wayne masquerades as a sloppy, 
scene-making rich guy, but his greatest struggles are inter- 
nal — guilt, anger, and fear combine to make him one hell 
of a troubled soul. His purpose in becoming Batman is 
ostensibly to fight injustice, but it’s also a tool to soothe his 
own emotional torment. Where Wayne ends and where, lit- 
erally, Batman begins, is virtually indistinguishable; the way 
the character is handled here adds appreciable depth to a 
film that’s also rife with the essential coolness Bat-fans 
require: the Bat Cave and Bat Signal, an array of nifty gadg- 
ets, the man in black declaring, “I am Batman!” and the 
best blatant sequel set-up in ages. %

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Shaky Shakespeare 


Cal Shakes’s erratic Othello still suits the moment. By Robert Avila 


here are a lot of believers float- 
ing around this supposedly sec- 
ular and disillusioned age. The 
general rapacity and chaos of 
the system seem to call up both 
extremes at once. But it’s no surprise 
those at the top like to strike garish 
poses when it comes to shows of 
piety and honor. In the politics of 
war and rapine, such shows are won- 
derfully distracting baubles on the 
chest of naked, predatory power. 
California Shakespeare Theater’s 
uneven, but at times electric, produc-

Venetian employ — decides to turn 
the system of appearances holding 
together this hierarchical world 
against itself. In the process he 
proves the notion of an intrinsic 
connection between appearances 
and character to be a hollow sham. 
This goes for race (or the complex 
European myths about dark skin that 
impinge on but are not necessarily 
central to Shakespeare’s play) as well 
as marital fidelity (that damn hand- 
kerchief), But more generally, Iago 
wreaks havoc with the idea of reputa-

tion of Othello, which opens the com- 
pany’s new season, reminds us how 
Iago — exercising pure will for its 
own sake without the hindrance of 
beliefs of any kind — is the more 
familiar figure of our age. It’s maybe 
fitting, if not essential, that the mod- 
ern setting evokes a cross between a 
sterile office building and Camp 
X-ray (while the wooden framework, 
chicken wire, splotchy paint, and cas- 
cade of opaque windows making up 
Annie Smart's set also suggest a 
degree of impermanence in the flim- 
sy, makeshift quality of a military fort 
or bivouac). 

Iago (Bruce McKenzie), the expert 
soldier passed up for peacetime pro- 
motion by his boss — the dignified 
and accomplished but utterly 
tractable Othello (Billy Eugene 
Jones), a Moorish general in 


tion and honor. “I have lost the 
immortal part of myself, and what 
remains is bestial,” the unwitting 
Cassio (Nicholas Pelezar) moans to 
the secret cause of his torment. “My 
reputation, Iago, my reputation!” 
Cassio is not the only one obsessed 
with reputation or susceptible to the 
idea that without it one is reduced to 
the level of a beast. In the world of 
the play, reputation acts as the out- 
ward sign and currency of social 
position. That’s at least partly why 
Othello cries, “A horned man’s a 
monster and a beast.” A cuckold’s 
horns are for public shaming. Only 
Iago, who early on confesses, “I am 
not what I am,” stands well behind 
such surfaces, far enough to be free 
from their illusions and close enough 
to manipulate them at will. 

Director Sean Daniels’s production 


takes a few scenes to cohere, and even 
then there are some weak spots. None 
of the initial wooing, romantic or 
otherwise — whether between Othello 
and Desdemona, Othello and the 
Duke, or Iago and Roderigo, for 
example — seems very convincing. But 
as soon as Iago’s power (which works 
“by wit and not by witchcraft”) 
begins taking hold of Othello, things 
get more interesting and the princi- 
pals grow stronger and more focused. 
Jones as Othello — who at first seems 
almost too restrained, too much the 
nice guy — grows to an altogether 
impressive stature, even as Iago’s vil- 
lainous mischief drags him down 
into a humiliating and incapacitating 
abyss of violent rage and agonizing 
jealousy, imbuing the role with all the 
gravity it warrants and demands. 

McKenzie’s brash Iago, meanwhile, 
manages multiple shades of reflec- 
tion and guile beneath a gruff, 
almost blaring exterior. And Sarah 
Grace Wilson’s Desdemona also gets 
stronger as the play progresses. The 
decidedly modern air she gives the 
character — a gregarious, even sassy, 
self-confidence — initially threatens 
to put her at odds with the play’s 
action (there’s little in the way of 
that spirit her father describes, “so 
still and quiet that her motion 
blushed at herself”), but it ends up 
nicely undergirding her more con- 
vincing emotional recoil in the face 
of Othello’s ugly and unjust abuse. 
Their scenes together at that point 
are tense and gripping. 

This growing intensity could be 
said to happen both through and 
despite Daniels’s direction, however, 
which features some distracting 
choices throughout, including some 
awkward blocking. The modern mili- 
tary garb (by Meg Neville) also has its 
downside, having become so much 
the usual thing (including at Cal 
Shakes) that any contemporary reso- 
nance it might lend the play has to 
wrestle with a visual cliché. The use 
of loud modern rock transitions also 
feels too familiar, and that’s probably 
why, here at least, the play gets pushy, 
especially when it goes as far as 
bleeding a distracting pop ballad into 
a dramatic climax. In an otherwise 
key and potent scene, such 
Hollywood-style sentiment is worse 
than unnecessary. +

‘ometimes grace appears from 
nowhere. A gentle song stirs 
your soul. A stranger reawakens 
your passion. An idea flashes 
through your mind like an 
answer to your prayers. And in the 
case of Joe Goode’s Grace, a chair 
rises and hovers above your head. 

For its 2005 home season at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts, Joe Goode 
Performance Group reprises Grace 
and premieres Hometown, the second 
and third installments of a trilogy 
meant to reveal the extraordinary 
dimensions of ordinary people. By 
fusing movement with text and song, 
Goode has been creating this genre of 
abstract storytelling for the past 20 
years. In most of his pieces, he devel- 
ops his characters but lets viewers 
delineate the plot. 

Unfortunately, Hometown leaves 
nearly nothing to the imagination. 
Next to Grace, a profound and origi- 
nal work, Hometown, though enter- 
taining and at times poignant, is 
mired in cliché. How many ways are 
there to say, “Home is where the 
heart is”? 

Set to an arresting score by Beth 
Custer and video art by Teaching 
Intermedia Literary Tools, or TILT 
(Bana Dirar, Ansel Kehrlein, Jacinta 
Uperesa, and Chris Valtierra), this lat- 
est work explores the meaning of 
home from the viewpoints of subur- 
ban transplants, a sassy streetwalker, 
and an inner-city couple. Stretching 
their arms and twisting their waists as 
if gliding, Elizabeth Burritt and Felipe 
Barrueto-Cabello are “two little birds 
looking for a nest.” “Wait, I know 
what you need,” Burritt chirps. 
“Something familiar, soft and warm. 
You need a home, you need cooking, 
you need context.” Later, when dis- 
agreement disrupts their bliss, 
Barrueto-Cabello exclaims, “I don’t 
want the white picket fence. I just 
want you.” 

Dressed in a glittery red micro- 
mini, Marit Brook-Kothlow is thank- 
ful for anything she can get. In a solo 
raw with sexual innuendo, she vio- 
lently jerks her body into a frenzy, 
falling to the ground and rising with 
equal momentum. Is it pleasure or 
pain? Even she may not know, but 
once she puts her foot inside a plastic 
grocery bag, a bag filled with her 
belongings, she exclaims that “this is 
a good place to live, as good a place 
as any.” 

Rachael Lincoln and Melecio 
Estrella are urban hipsters whose idi-

otic rap — “damn ... shit, shit, shit, 
shit, damn ...” — is meant to convey 
their tough exteriors, as is their 
tightly paced and synchronized duet. 
But inside, Lincoln sings, “I have a 
soft center.... The only hometown is 
here, something away from the hard 
outside.” 

Unlike Hometown, Grace nuances 
the characters with less literal text 
and more evocative dancing. The 
idea that grace can be found in 
nothingness echoes throughout the 
45-minute work. The dancers’ cloth- 
ing (dark tank tops and stretch 
pants, designed by Wendy Sparks) 
conveys the ordinariness of the char- 
acters. The dialogue is humorously 
familiar. The music, by Mikel Rouse, 
is equal parts avant garde cool and 
American twang. The pace, for the 
most part, is achingly slow. 

Throughout, the dancers contort 
their bodies, balance on one another, 
and execute complex lifts, all in lyri- 
cal slow motion. They float above 
the music, without any show of 
strain. 

In one of the most touching 
moments, Brook-Kothlow hears 
Rouse strumming the guitar. “Your 
playing is so quiet and deep, you 
must be pretty deep too,” she says 
out loud. On chairs arranged in a 
diagonal line, she slinks like a cat 
and moves closer to Rouse, chair by 
chair, until they meet in the middle. 
Moments later, the chairs start to 
rise above them. Extraordinary. *

f April is the cruelest month, and 
Rocktober is the month for 
Scorpion three-fers, then June has 
become the month when all kinds 
of major labels seem to “drop” big 
rock releases, like handsome, highly 
polished — OK, I’m trying really hard 
to avoid using turd euphemisms, so 
bear with — well-considered offerings 
to our lord Whore-Us (not to be con- 
fused with the Egyptian sky god of the 
spunk-stained lettuce leaves; rather the 
degraded deity of the almighty buck 
we pretend not to notice, snarling in 
the corner). They pour forth in an 
effort to emancipate The Emancipation 
of Mimi from the heights of the 
Billboard 200. To liberate Toby Keith 
from his Honkytonk 
University. To relieve Gwen 
Stefani from the tiresome 
duty of all those whoa-zany 
shout-outs to rich girls, 
Harajuku girls, girl this, and 
girl that. Chart-toppers 
Audioslave may have some of the best 
politics in rock, but goddamn, do they 
have to make such snorable music? 

All come just in time for the report- 
edly revived summer concert season, 
the Cynic Inside Me thinks, sighing 
and dutifully slipping the new 
Coldplay CD, XeY (Capitol) inside the 
player once more. I’m embarking on a 
mild-mannered roller-coaster ride into 
Chris Martin’s Tomorrowland, buoyed 
by synthetic clouds of pop textural 
fluff — all carefully wrought uplift, 
with the edge taken off. The crusts 
removed. And it’s disappointing 
because J briefly bought the hype — 
the blood got pumping at the idea of 
the second coming of A Rush of Blood 
to the Head and pleasurable wallpaper 
pop like “Clocks.” Still, it’s revealing 
that I first heard about Coldplay, 
before the US release of 2000’s 
Parachutes, from a dashing English 
food editor who suavely swashbuckled 
his way around the globe and the com- 
pany expense account: Coldplay make 
handsome background music for the 
dinner parties — really, lifestyles — of 
affluent sophisticates who could give a 
rodent’s patoot about music in gener- 
al. Emo? Screamo? It’s all creamo. 

Listening to Gwyneth’s baby daddy 
wail, “You and me are floating on a 
tidal wave / Together! / You and me are 
drifting into outer space,” on XeY’s 
title track, my favorite song on the disc, 
I get the sinking (then rising) feeling 
that a lot of reviewers are ignoring the 
influence of soft rock fun-wreckers like 
Air Supply and the Alan Parsons 
Project on Coldplay’s oeuvre — more 
prominent than Pink Floyd via 
Radiohead, or U2 via U2. Despite the

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Mighty oceans 


Well-read and back from the dead, the Go-Betweens opt for the lush life.

ow bookish are the Go-Betweens? So 

bookish they make Belle and Sebastian 

seem ready for the short bus. It’s possible 

they took their name from the Joseph 

Losey film, but more likely it came from 
the film’s source material, a novel by LP Hartley. 
Either way, if band names are indeed prophetic, 
then the Go-Betweens could-be used as Exhibit 
A. Over the course of close to three decades, 
they've gone between continents (Australia and 
Europe), record labels, and even birth, death, 
and rebirth as an entity. So it makes sense that 
when I call Grant McLennan, one of the group’s 
pair of superb singer-songwriters, I catch him 
in transit. “We're in London,” a chipper 
McLennan says from his hotel room. “We got 
back from Germany yesterday, and we leave for 
New York tomorrow.” 

As for a certain upcoming date on the itiner- 
ary, McLennan is looking forward to it. “We 
love San Francisco, absolutely love it,” he says. 
He has good reason to — a little over five years 
ago, SF was host to a night that proved crucial 
in the band’s reformation. During a halcyon 
period in which the city seemed a favorite 
international pop underground port of call 
(while visiting the Aislers Set’s Amy Linton, 
Belle and Sebastian’s Stuart Murdoch had led an 
oceanside campfire musical gathering), Robert 
Forster and McLennan were joined by Sleater- 
Kinney and some local musicians at the 
Phoenix Hotel for a late-night, sing-and-strum 
get-together. 

The group’s official comeback LP, 2000’s The 
Friends of Rachel Worth — featuring Janet Weiss 
on drums and some contributions by Carrie 
Brownstein and Corin Tucker — emerged from 
this fateful meeting. “That was a great night,” 
McLennan remembers. “Janet — what a hoy- 
den! And it was great to play with Carrie and 
Corin. Their new record is just another step, 
another stratosphere. I’m glad that they’re into 
Led Zeppelin.” 

Majestically melodic, the Go-Betweens’ new 
album, Oceans Apart (Yep Roc), is another step 
too, though of a more familiar nature: One of 
every three albums by the group embraces lush, 
wide-screen atmospherics. When McLennan 
sings that there’s “No Reason to Cry,’ the song’s 
synth-string finale is so beautiful, what else can 
a listener do but prove him wrong? For their 
third album since coming back (their ninth 
overall), Forster and McLennan reunited with 
British producer Mark Wallis, who brought a 
levitating splendor to the guitar work on their 
sixth long-player — and first farewell effort — 
1988’s 16 Lovers Lane. “I’ve said to Robert, ‘Do 
you think our third, sixth, and ninth albums are 
our posh albums?’” McLennan explains, going 
on to read meaning into the group’s occasional 
major-label ties. “When you look at it, [1984's] 
Spring Hill Fair was with Sire Records, 16 Lovers 
Lane was with Capitol, and with Oceans Apart 
we're on EMI in Australia.” 

Spring Hill Fair was my introduction to the 
band}and you could say I became married to 
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them upon hearing McLennan’s “Bachelor 
Kisses,” a yearning ballad — and sterling exam- 
ple of their complex female portraiture — that 
remains ane of my all-time favorite songs. “We 
were down in the south of France,” McLennan 
says when asked about the track’s origins. “It 
was great being in a chateau — [French jazz 
pianist] Jacques Loussier’s studio. After record- 
ing, we came back to London, and [Sire Records 
president] Seymour Stein really liked the song. 
It was a favorite of his, ho ho. But he said, 
[adopts high-pitched, East Coast nasality] ‘I 
think it needs a middle-eight, So we rerecorded 
it and got Ana da Silva from the Raincoats, 
who’s a friend, to sing vocals.” 

Da Silva’s harmonies on “Bachelor Kisses” are 
a typical Go-Betweens touch; after their early 
days in Australia singing the praises of Lee 


Remick on a debut single of 
the same name (sleeve image: 
an autographed head shot), 
they moved on to not only 
write about women well, but 
also to play music wonderfully 
with them. The Phil Spector— 
like majesty of 1987’s Tallulah 
owes plenty to the unconven- 
tional rhythms of then-drum- 
mer Lindy Morrison — a model of 
Bloomsbury-like butch chic — and the backing 
vocals and string and horn work of Amanda 
Brown. These days bassist, keyboardist, and 
backing vocalist Adele Pickvance brings a simi- 
lar balance to the band. “I’ve always liked the 
Mamas and the Papas,” McLennan says. “I like 
the beautiful reality of men and women singing 
together and p!aying together. There’s not 
enough of it.” é 
McLennan isn’t averse to discussing his lyrics. 
“Oh yeah, we get a lot of undertakers at our 
shows,” he jokes when I resuscitate an old 
fanzine rumor that his 1987 song “Right Here” 
is about people addicted to chemicals used in 
funeral parlors. He embraces my suggestion that 
the older, damaged “Boundary Rider” of Oceans 
Apart and the schoolboy of 1982’s “Cattle and

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Cane” (from Before Hollywood) are the same 
person, identifying those tracks and a few oth- 
ers (“Unkind and Unwise” and the sublime “Bye 
Bye Pride”) as “north Queensland songs.” 
Nonetheless, he doesn’t kiss and tell when I ask 
about the air of the mystic that suffuses so 
many of his and Forster’s lyrics (“The Clock,” 
“Magic in Here”). Forster has created characters 
such as the Clarke Sisters, raised in a feminist 
bookstore and prone to midnight vigils with 
crystal balls, and if tracks such as “Spirit of a 
Vampyre” (from Tallulah) are any indication, he 
seems drawn to vamps; on Oceans Apart’s 
“Lavender” he sings of a woman who got a fore- 
boding welcome — “They poisoned her water / 
And nailed her door” — upon visiting Sydney. 

On “Lavender,” Forster also rhymes “well- 
read” with “good in bed” to describe the same 

woman. The group’s audience tends to fit at 
least one of the above categories; novelist 
Jonathan Lethem, for example, deems the Go- 
Betweens his favorite band. “I must admit that 
we were on the bus going through Europe the 
other day, and I looked around and saw the 
four of us, all with our heads in books,” 
McLennan says, adding, “I guess that’s better 
than having porn on.” What has he been read- 
ing? “A lot of contemporary Australian fiction. 
I’m also thoroughly enjoying a collection of 
Anthony Lane’s writing about film for the New 
Yorker, It’s a good tour read, because War and 
Peace can be tough. going after a couple of yod- 
kas — or maybe not.” 

One book that apparently isn’t on 
McLennan’s reading list.is David Nichols’s 
biography of the band, The Go-Betweens, which 
if nothing else illustrates the powerful cult 
that’s formed around a self-declared pop outfit 
that has yet to have a chart hit. “I’m not fudg- 
ing the point, as you West Coasters say — I 
haven't read it,” McLennan claims when asked 
about the book written by a fan who had a 
group of his own Down Under (the Cannanes). 
“T know people within the band who've read it, 
especially the updated version, and they were 
disgusted with it. But other people who have 
read it have said they thought it was very good. 
They’re outside of the ‘inner circle’ [of the 
band], but knowledgeable enough about us, 
and they said it was a good, quick summary.” 

A good, quick summary that takes its time 
airing the grievances and romantic entangle- 
ments of former drummer Morrison, The Go- 
Betweens apparently still isn’t comprehensive 
enough to fulfill the wishes of McLennan’s 
songwriting partner. “Robert Forster has 
always said,” McLennan explains, “that if you're 
going to write a biography of the Go- 
Betweens, it has to start with Robert at the age 
of four walking around a golf course picking 
up golf balls for five cents a ball. But then 
Robert is a great lover of Proust and Tolstoy 
and George Eliot.” 

McLennan is prepped for his SF visit because 
of one recent purchase. “I just found a wonder- 
ful book in Heidelberg, Germany, of all places,” 
he says. “A hardcover first edition of The 
Haight-Ashbury: A History, by Charles Perry.” 
Considering this tidbit, the group’s Bay Area 
plans aren’t very surprising. “I know Robert’s 
looking forward to going to his favorite health 
food shop,” McLennan says. “We'll also go to 
the bookshops.” “+

Blanche taps the gloomy power of country and blues. By Jimmy Draper 


| iving things a little bit of a 
creepier feel — that seems 
to be something we're good 
at,” Dan Miller says, letting 
out a quiet laugh. “At least, 
‘creepy’ is the way people always 
describe us.” 

Speaking over the phone from his 
Michigan home, the lead vocalist and 
guitarist of Detroit’s premier Gothic- 
country combo, Blanche, seems slightly 
bemused that people find his band’s 
music so outrageously eerie. “To me, 
we're just moody,” he continues. “It’s 
like when I listen to old blues and old 
country —a lot of our stuff has the 
same feeling as that music. It’s just a lit- 
tle more stripped down and raw. We 
certainly didn’t set out to make overly 
dark or melancholy music.” 

Whatever the group’s intentions, it’s 
easy to hear why Blanche gives so many 
listeners the heebee jeebees. After all, 
for nearly five years the quintet — 
which Dan fronts with his wife, bassist 
vocalist Tracee Miller — has been per- 
fecting the sort of haunting, front- 
porch noir that’s made the Handsome 
Family and Trailer Bride favorites 
among fans of disturbingly bleak coun- 
try music. Throughout their funereal 
dirges and nightmarish hymns, the 
Millers spin despairing tales of lives 
ravaged by paranoia, depression, and 
illness, among other myriad maladies. 
Not for nothing does Tracee conclude 
one song with, simply, “Sad, sad, sad, 
sad, sad...” 

Things are so relentlessly grim on 
the band’s 2004 debut, If We Can’t Trust 
the Doctors ... (Cass/V2), in fact, that 
happiness never comes off as anything 
but an urban myth: “Hope paves the 
way to disappointment and pain,” Dan 
laments in “The Hopeless Waltz.” 
Elsewhere, deceased siblings are 
mourned, suicidal men plead for their 
organs to be hacked out. 

Describing Blanche’s music as 
“creepy” is far from misleading. 

That wasn’t always the case, however. 

Throughout the first half of the 
"90s, Dan delivered far less severe — 
silly, even — songs in the cowpunk act 
Goober and the Peas. When he joined 
his wife and Jack White in the coun- 
try-rock band Two-Star Tabernacle, in 
1997, however, an unnervingly eerie 
motif began to emerge in his song- 
writing. It was in that group that he 
first penned “Who's To Say ...” a for- 
lorn stalker song that would eventually 
appear on Doctors and as a B-side 
cover on the White Stripes’ “I Just 
Don’t Know What To Do With 
Myself” single. 

Still, it wasn’t until Dan formed 
Blanche — alongside Tracee, Dave 
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Feeny (pedal steel guitar, piano), Lil’ 
Jack (banjo, autoharp), and Lisa 
“Jaybird” Jannon (drums) — that the 
spooky undercurrent in his songs fully 
blossomed. “We happen to keep things 
on the creepier side, but when we start- 
ed it was just about having a similar 
attitude and liking the same kind of 
music,” he recalls, explaining that sever- 
al members were still learning their 
instruments at the time. “The number 
one thing was getting across the songs’ 
emotion, so we started booking shows 
right away instead of rehearsing, which 
was probably a blessing and a curse. All 
five of us were pretty uncomfortable, 
but it made us bond together.” 

They also shared an enthusiasm for 
donning thrift-store suits, elegant 
gowns, and other old-fashioned garb. 
Rather than coming off as gimmicky, 
their from-the-past appearance nicely 
complements the tunes’ over-the-top 
darkness. “We've always dressed like 


brother (and former Goober band- 
mate, Michael Francis Miller) and 
grandmother, along with Tracee’s 
father, passed away during the making 
of the album. 

“So it’s not just a clever lyric when 
[in ‘Superstition’] I sing, ‘It’s bad luck 
to be superstitious,” he continues. “It’s 
something that I really thought in the 
waiting room, thinking, ‘If I do this or 
that, will it bring back luck?’ Then I'd 


. think, ‘Wait, ’'m being superstitious — 


does being superstitious bring bad 
luck?’ You have to laugh at yourself 
and the absurdity of it. But when you 
get really low and scared of the world, 
that stuff happens.” 

Fortunately, things have been look- 
ing up. Shortly after the tiny Detroit 
imprint Cass Records released Doctors 
early last year, the mammoth V2 reis- 
sued it to considerable acclaim. 
Blanche’s fan base expanded as well, 
thanks largely to exposure from tours

this,” insists Dan. “When I first met 
Tracee 12 years ago, I saw her dressed 
pretty differently, and she saw me that 
way too. It was a birds-of-a-feather 
sort of thing — same with the other 
people in the band. We truly are like a 
really weird family.” 

Despite band members’ elaborate 
outfits and their songs’ melancholy, 
which can border on the comical in its 
excessiveness, Blanche aren't an exer- 
cise in camped-up alt-country. 
Instead, songs like “The Hopeless 
Waltz” and “Another Lost Summer” 
achieve a quiet, powerful poignancy. 
The effect is amplified by the fact that 
Doctors’s grave tone owes a debt to 
real-life tragedy. 

“We'd just gone through a really bad 
period, being in and out of hospitals a 
lot,” says Dan, explaining that his

Then there was the invitation for sev- 
eral of the band’s members to play on 
Loretta Lynn’s 2004 comeback, Van 
Lear Rose (Interscope). 

Given such exciting developments, 
Dan hopes the worst is behind them. 

“Everything feels really good right 
now,’ he says. “After going through all 
the tragic things that we've gone 
through, making music has been ther- 
apeutic in a way. But we're all excited 
to get working on a new album, and 
while I’m sure it will have a certain 
moodiness to it, let’s just say I’m feel- 
ing a little more hopeful these days.” “

White Stripes 
Get Behind Me Satan (V2/Sony BMG) 


Everyone wants to have their hard rock candy 
and to eat it too. Album five ushers in that 
gimme-gimme, want-it-all attitude that seems 
embedded in the he-screeched-she-yelped 
White Stripes’ full-length Get Behind Me Satan 
and the Foo Fighters’ double-CD, /n Your 
Honor. And both find their power in the difficul- 
ties of reconciling the rift between riff and 
melody, soft and hard, love and loss. 

For the Foos, that translates into a release 
that’s half samey-sounding, highly commercial 
rock, and half slightly less samey-sounding, but 
still highly commercial quieter ballads, neatly 
divided like a middle school dance between the 
boys’ and girls’ sides of the cafeteria. The first 
disc of /n Your Honor emanates a vaguely Gl 
Joe, warlike whiff. From the heraldic cover art 
to the martial connotations of the title track, 
disc one seems to get off on the unrelenting 
sameness of its sound, a controlled blitzkrieg 
surrounding symphonic, over-the-top rock 
that's capable of lending some knee-jerk 
excitement, if not actually emotional power, to 
“Army of One” military recruiting ads. It's as if 
Dave Grohl and company — unable to cede 
their hard-rock crag to Victory Records comers, 
etc. — are channeling a fascination with Isis, 
My Bloody Valentine, and '80s hair bands into 
something palatable to mainstream radio pro- 
grammers, creating the aural equivalent of the 
sexy, sadistic, and ultimately empty love-is-a- 
battlefield kicks of Mr. and Mrs. Smith — with 
nary a scrap of humor. How can Grohl even 
attempt tired phrases like “No one’s getting out 
of here alive” — compressing all nuance from 
his vocals to the point of dismissable flatness 
and shouting back at Evanescence et al with a 
kind of Soul Asylumish, '90s-era romanticism 
(“DOA”) — without expecting thousand-yard 
stares or outright yawns? 

The softer, acoustic guitar—dominated disc 
two nearly redeems /n Your Honor with some 
glimpses of the human stake behind the rock

it's not for no reason that John Cougar, a.k.a. John Cougar 
Mellencamp, a.k.a. John Mellencamp (his given name), tops so 
many guilty-pleasure lists, Throughout his enormously successful 
career, he has forced his fans to endure more ham-fisted observa- 
tions, tortured lyrics, and predictable musical clichés than any of 
the Springsteen imitators this side of Eddie and the Cruisers. 

Don’t believe me? JC’s first chart-topping hit, “Jack and Diane” 
— from his 1982 album, American Foo! — begins with the words, 
“Little ditty about Jack and Diane,” as heavy a weight to shoulder 
as anything this side of “Seasons in the Sun." 

That said, this was the Midwestern native's breakout album. 
“Jack and Diane” topped the charts (the stinking lyrics were 
redeemed by a lovely acoustic guitar section three-quarters of the 

way through the song). And the trully irresistibl 


le “Hurts So Good” 
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machines: Will Grohl ever be able to live down 
Nirvana's legacy (‘Friend of a Friend”) — and 
will he ever bring himself to release an entire 
album of this music without fearing he'll be 
tagged a sensitive singer-songwriter wuss? 
After finishing the quiet side (which includes 
guests John Paul Jones, Norah Jones, and 
Josh Homme), Grohl has said, they went back 
and reworked the rock disc because “there 
was no way we could let the acoustic stuff 
kick the rock stuff’s ass.” Too little tinkering 
too late. 

In the war of the sexes, during a sexualized 
war of Abu Ghraib-style S-M, the White Stripes 
fare better, milking the down-home strip-mall 
mysticism of Conway Twitty and Loretta Lynn 
album covers for their current image (with Jack 
White in Marty Robbins—style Old West drag) 
and demonstrating admirable follow-through on 
the he-she, love-lack, white-black, country- 
blues paradigm. The ambiguity of the title points 
both ways, like Meg and Jack in the album art: 
Do we turn our back on Satan — or desire the 
devil’s backup? The White Stripes like it both 
ways, knitting together Meg-vocalized, childlike 
sing-song with Jack's stringy, piercing Robert 
Plantisms: snakes, scripture, apples, red dress- 
es — they’re old polarities, but they still work 
for the Whites. Here Satan is, more often than 
not, a woman, turning a white blossom blue 
(“Blue Orchid”) and imbuing a doorbell with 
uncertain, threatening power (“My Doorbell”) 
— a Rita Hayward-styled she-devil who just 
might resemble Jack’s new wife, model Karen 
Elson (“White Moon,” “Take, Take, Take”). 
Animated by a ruthless catchiness and sliding 
by on a right-on combination of beat and 
melody in the form of the duo’s latest familiar 
—a marimba — songs like “Forever for Her 
(Is Over for Me)” embody the pull of the 
horned, horny one. Going to hell rarely sounds 
this fun.

Still, 
though the album’s title may fit, the two hits were the real 
deal. “Hurts So Good" feels as fine today as it did back

Dressy Bessy 
Electrified (Transdreamer) 


If you name your band after a Playskool doll 
and contribute songs to The Powerpuff Girls TV 
show, chances are cute doesn’t strike you as a 
particularly loathsome four-letter word. Or, at 
least for the sake of Dressy Bessy’s members, 
let's hope not: Since 1997 the Denver retro- 
pop quartet has sounded so gosh-darned 
adorable that it's made even the direst of situ- 
ations seem downright cheerful. “If I'm sad,” 
vocalist-guitarist Tammy Ealom once said, “| 
turn it into something that makes me feel bet- 
ter.” Which explains why albums like 2002’s 
Sound Go Round (Kindercore) found her giddily 
delivering lines about cheating boyfriends and 
other romantic woes as if she were singing 
about unicorns and litters of kittens. Cute, in 
other words, has always been an understate- 
ment when describing Dressy Bessy. 

But that’s not always the case on the 
band’s latest album, Electrified, on which 
Ealom’s delivery and subject matter are more 
evenly matched than ever. Sure, she still 
exudes genuine joy when belting out infectious 
“la-la-la”s, but on songs like “Who'd Stop the 
Rain?” and the relationship reality check “Stop 
Foolin’,” she also conveys sadness, frustration, 
anger, and resignation — a virtual smorgas- 
bord of emotions compared to the incessant 
cheerleader-style enthusiasm of previous 
albums. Likewise, the music takes unexpected 
turns: There's plenty of peppy, infinitely hum- 
mable indie pop to go around, but the band 
subtly infuses garage-rock riffs and even a lit- 
tle country for a sound that, for the first time, 
isn’t too cute for its own good.

CE: Gosh, you know, all my best hookups come from just being 
friendly and getting to know people. Once you're friends with the 
bartender, door person, manager, promoter, or whoever, 


you're all set. So the best piece of long- 
term advice is just to make friends 
: with everybody rather than throwing 


around attitude. But \'m sure you're 
looking for specifics here. 

So let's see. Over the years I’ve 
often flyered for several different pro- 
moters — putting stacks of flyers in 

stores and handing them out to people 
in clubs. You can just e-mail the promot- 
ers for a party you like and ask if they 
need any help in exchange for admission 
and maybe some drink tickets. That’s 
labor-intensive but easy. 
Second, the best discount in town is a stu- 
| dent ID from City College. You can get one if 
you sign up for even something like a yoga 
: 5 class (which will be cheaper than going to a pri- 
vate studio for those three months), and then it's good for discounts 
on everything from movies to museums to theater to food to beer 
on college nights to travel. Because City College classes are SO 
cheap, it pays for itself.

moters, musicians, and DJs for free entry to shows. Plenty of oth- 
ers, however, involve lying, cheating, impersonating, or otherwise 
perpetrating some kind of scam at the door. Do you ever worry 
that a giant posse of SF bouncers, promoters, and DJs is going to 
hunt you down and beat the crap out of you — or worse, bar you 
from the SF club scene? 

CE: That would suck! But no, | don’t think this book will cause 
clubs’ door staff to have to deal with any more assholes or scam- 
mers than they already do, nor is it going to run any club or bar out 
of business. And speaking from personal experience, when you 
sneak into a party for free, you tend to celebrate by blowing your 
savings at the bar and end up just as broke at the end of the night. 
There's a reason why, despite my intimate knowledge of how to 
save money, on entertainment, I'm still a dirt-poor, adolescent 
drunk. | compensate for my individual savings with a huge volume 
of consumption.

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The scene at Mona’s 440 Club... 
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pair of Lycra, Lifesaver-green hot pants rode high on a 
lone booty one recent Friday night at the Cat Club, 
amid a throng of otherwise-clad asses bumping and 
grinding at namesake club Hot Pants. While most of 
the sweaty mass — mostly white, mostly baby dykes 
— moved to hip-hop in the back room, my little sister and I 
enacted our own ’80s music video in front, near the wind tunnel 
caused by the club’s enormous fans. We rotated robotically to 
“You Spin Me Round (Like a Record),” and I briefly time-warped 
back to Hot Pants’ origins at the Mission District club 26 Mix. 

Back in 2000, DJs Chelsea Starr and Cari Campbell had one 
aim for their club night: “really good dance music.” The result 
was a sort of spin-off of Rebel Girl, the popular all-female-front- 
ed riot rockfest Campbell cofounded with Elyssa Pon in 1997. 
Offering hip-hop dance hits with a liberal mix of whatever else 
DJs decided qualified, the newer club, though not that diverse, 
was fun and queer. The crowd looked like Gravy Train!!! had 
come in and made clothes for everyone — dykes and their gay 
boy friends took the teeny-shorts cover discount very seriously. 

It might seem slightly hysterical to judge a club’s life span by 
dance-floor fashion trends. Still, while watching a new generation 
of young ’uns get freaky, I wondered if 
the lack of actual hot pants could be a 
harbinger, a sort of canary in the coal 
mine. Would this packed, beloved club 
zenith and fizzle one day soon? 

Campbell, 35, described how the life 
cycle of a party is influenced by the 
“weird psychology” of clubgoers: 
“There’s the people who love being 
the first people. And then the people 
that won't go back after a certain 
amount of time. Some of these people 
might go with those people. And then 
the new people are definitely the ones 
who would go if a place shut down and reopened.” If 
you can parse all that, maybe you'll be able to predict the future 
of Hot Pants. 

One hears grumblings here and there, mostly via the Craigslist 
bitchfest. But if the tide does turn, it will likely be no reflection 
on the talent and drive of the club’s promoters, but rather a natu- 
ral evolution familiar to those who've been here a few years but 
that dates back farther than you might think. 

The Cat Club recently changed ownership, so who knows what 
will happen to any of the array of dyke nights that have found 
their way to the SoMa venue — such as promoter Black’s 
cabaret-dance night for women of color, Ladies Love Lounge, her 
hip-hop and world music night, Beautiful, and the Asian club 
PersuAsian. They might migrate and evolve again, the way popu- 
lar hip-hop club Red once traveled from a pre-yuppie Blondie’s 
to the Stud, which also became the home base of Junk and Muff 
Dive in the mid-’90s. 

And maybe the Cat Club scene will fade into dyke nightlife 
history like so many predecessors — regretted by some, but gen- 
erating nothing like the heartbreak older generations felt saying 
“so long” to places like Maud’s, a clubhouse-like watering hole 
that closed in 1989 after a quarter century in business. Maybe 
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we're just used to it by now. For more than eight decades, since 
the first lesbian nightspot appeared in 1930s North Beach, San 
Francisco girl bar culture has been a rolling stone. 


“The waitress was very worldly wise and cynical, and we were just a 
bunch of fresh-faced kids... She said to us ... ‘You kids don’t belong 
here. You should go to Mona’s 440.”

Yes, hard as it may be for Mission dykes to believe, once upon a 
time all the queer girls lived in North Beach, home to the popu- 
lar, above-mentioned Mona’s 440 and other nightspots where, 
on a typical night, audience members could catch performances 
by “male impersonators” such as Kay Scott or Gladys Bentley. 
The bars clustered around Broadway and Columbus were popu- 
lated by queers, bohemians, sailors, and prostitutes, but sightsee- 
ing groups would also tramp through the “seedy” area looking 
for kicks — and find them in clubs that actually catered to 
tourists, like Finocchio’s, where Latino “female impersonator” 
José Sarria held court. 


From North Beach to Cole Valle 


eight decades of girl bars and clubs. By Laurie 


Queer histories like Susan Stryker’s Gay 
by the Bay, Lillian Faderman’s Odd Girls and Twilight Lovers, and 
Nan Alamilla Boyd’s comprehensive Wide Open Town describe a 
1930—50s North Beach scene that was a haven for gender trans- 
gression and bars where “girls will be boys,” as advertisements for 
Mona’s read. 

Boyd catalogs a succession of bars — Tommy’s Place, 12 Adler 
Place, Ann’s 440, Miss Smith’s Tea Room, the Tin Angel, the 
Copper Lantern, the Anxious Asp, the Front, and Our Club — 
and adds that during the ’50s there were sometimes as many as 
seven nightspots, all within a block of one another, where les- 
bians hung out in a scene that was strictly butch-femme. Many, 
she writes, “rented rooms on nearby Telegraph Hill, and as a 
result, North Beach became San Francisco's first lesbian neigh- 
borhood.” 

During a recent talk at San Francisco’s GLBT Historical 
Society, Boyd termed the scene exploitative — but with the 
queers and bohemians running the show. She played an inter- 
view tape on which Mona’s owner, Mona Hood, described suck- 
ering a tourist out of $20 for the chance to see if one performer 
was really a woman. But what emerged from this era was some-

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thing we pretty much take for granted today: spaces where les- 
bians could be visible to one another. 

Soon enough, though, amid the McCarthy era’s increasing demo- 
nization of “deviant” sex practices, the cops started cracking down, 
and North Beach ceased (for the time being) to be a sex-tourism 
draw. Police would entrap gay men and arrest women in suits and 
ties for inappropriate dress. (Until as late as the early ’70s, bars like 
Maud’s enforced no-touching policies so as not to lose their liquor 
licenses.) Some successful legal fights led to a brief resurgence, but 
by 1970, all North Beach’s lesbian bars vanished, some closing 
down, others simply pulling up stakes for other hoods. 


Located at 937 Cole from 1966 to 1989, in the now-unlikely- 
seeming neighborhood of Cole Valley, down-home, no-frills 
Maud’s was the longest-running lesbian bar in San Francisco his- 
tory. The closing of this stalwart, where regulars were known to 
kick you off “their” bar stools, is captured in Paris Poirier’s docu- 
mentary Last Call at Maud’s. Such earnest mullets will never be 
committed to celluloid again. 

Maud’s was simply your neighborhood lesbian bar, but it exist- 
ed prior to and throughout the gay rights explosion that followed 
the McCarthy era — long before women used outlets like the 

Internet to meet. Last Call is a journey 
through the last of the decades in 
which your local was truly your com- 
munity. Owner Rikki Streicher bartend- 
ed, fronted, or owned some of the most 
successful early North Beach lesbian 
clubs in the 1940s and ’50s, helped 
found the San Francisco Tavern Guild, 
and even funded a Maud’s softball team 
for several years. 

“J think what was so important about 
the early bars,” patron and activist Judy 
Grahn recalls in the film, “[was that] you 
might be recognized as gay. You might be 
seen as a lesbian, so you dressed as gayly as you possibly could. 
And we studied each other for costumes, and somebody would 
come in as a butch one week in a tuxedo ... next week she'd come 
in a low-cut flaming red dress. She was trying out who she might 
be in the world.” 

Patrons also remember when the butch-femme dynamic began 
to give Way to the 60s’ hippie-style free love, which in turn gave 
way to the andro lesbian-feminism that dominated the °70s, 
which — as Faderman asserts in Odd Girls and Twilight Lovers — 
dramatically sidelined the working-class butch-femme dynamic. 
It also sidelined the bar scene significantly. Lesbian-owned cafés 
and bookshops like the Full Moon Cafe and Bookstore and Old 
Wives Tales flourished along Valencia Street in the Mission, 
where troops of women moved from North Beach in the ’70s, 
seeking asylum in an affordable neighborhood (the first trickle of 
gentrification). But times had changed, people got sober — the 
reason Streicher sites in the film for the closure of her bar. The 
*80s were defined by that sobriety, AIDS activism, and a lesbian 
community now gathering less over drinks and more at sports

and social clubs, in a more-deyeloped literature scene, and at the 
city’s new Women’s Building. 

DJ Page Hodel recalled this change when we met for coffee 
recently. Sweet, generous, and the hardest-working 50-year-old 
female DJ around town (possibly sharing that title with Latina 
promoter Chili D), Hodel is largely responsible for the birth of 
the SF lesbian dance club scene as we know it. 

She got started in the late ’70s, throwing huge public birthday 
parties for herself at a time when there were no dance clubs just 
for lesbians and the girls were itching to move beyond shaking it 
around the jukebox at Kelley’s Saloon on Mission and 20th 
Street. Her first successful run was a night at Amelia’s (now the 
Elbo Room), and she followed it up with the Box and the phe- 
nomenally successful Club Q, which ruled the late ’80s and early 
90s, alongside Dinah Shore weekend promoter Mariah Hanson's 
more L Word-y Girl Spot. 

Page’s clubs have been described as some of the more diverse 
scenes happening. The Box did an especially good job of mixing 
boys and girls. Club Q was a dance party of unprecedented size 
for women that was, for Hodel, about making everyone feel hon- 
ored, welcome, and heard. The club “had a life of its own,” she 
said. “I just made a place for it to happen. It was the energy of 
the times and the people who put it together.” That energy 
included a newfound desire to live it up as the AIDS crisis abated 
a bit. “We all just watched a whole community disappear,’ Hodel 
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said —a tragedy that led to a sense of camaraderie the sepa- 
ratism of the ’70s had never allowed. 

Then came the early 90s, when “everyone was coming out,’ 
according to DJ Campbell. “There was a totally different vibe 
going on. These rainbow flags just appeared. Shit like that, rain- 
bow rings and stuff ... it was cool to be really gay.” Q featured a 
troop of choreographed dancers 4 la In Living Color’s Fly Girls. 
(“I wanted to be a Club Q dancer so bad!” Campbell admits.) 
Hodel finally closed her extravaganza of early-’90s dance music 
(C and C Music Factory, Dee-lite) when skyrocketing costs dur- 
ing the dot-com boom forced her to shut down the elaborate live 
slide projections of patrons for which Q had become known. 
Meanwhile, Hodel’s audiences had discovered late-’90s hip-hop 
club sensation Backstreet and were starting to desert in droves. 
Faced with looking for another venue for her club nights, she 
decided to move on instead. 


It’s an age-old question, and I’ve heard nearly every dyke I know 
utter it at one time or another: Why does a busy, urban, extreme- 
ly gay metropolis like San Francisco support so few full-time les- 
bian venues? The boys certainly have their pick. We have the Lex 
and the Cherry Bar — far fewer than our counterparts back in 
the ’40s and ’50s. 

Well, for one, we don’t seem to give a damn about the tourist 
dollar now, which helped fuel those early gathering places. These 
days a straight thrill seeker might need a password to get inside 
the club on drag-king night — not that a girl in a zoot suit exact- 
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ly titillates the tourists the way she used to. Tourist revenue does, 
however, continue to benefit the boys, if the foot traffic in the 
Castro is any measure. 

Most DJs I spoke with said it’s way too expensive for most 
dykes to own a venue. Instead we like to swoop in for a night and 
take over some straight or gay-boy spot. That’s how Brownies for 
My Bitches, a popular dyke night featuring booty dance music, 
go-go dancers, and — you guessed it — brownies for all, ended 
up at Harvey’s in the heart of the Castro. 

It’s an interesting concept. Scanning the vast array of monthly 
club offerings, one realizes that the lesbian community has plenty 
of places to go at night. But it seems we're now either homebod- 
ies or wanderers — and tend to subdivide into several picky 
communities. 


Veteran promoter Chili D and her Club Papi Productions cer- 
tainly know how to take over a space. Chili, who started out 
DJing Hanson’s Rapture in 1987, then throwing her own Latina 
club Colors, now produces Octopussy, Cream, Kandy, and the 
new Delicious, some of the biggest, most debaucherous parties 
for women of color I’ve seen. 

“Pm so damn lost,” I thought as I tried to find her South Bay 
club Octopussy, hidden on a cookie-cutter street in Sunnyvale 
lined with Christmas lights, cafés, and boutiques. As young 
straight couples finished their Thai food and headed to the cute 
local pub, I couldn’t see any monster of a lesbian party. Then I 
spied a crew of lady studs in drooping hip-hop gear and fol- 
lowed them to the Forum’s innocuous movie theater—esque 
entrance, which hardly hinted at the three levels of ladies, ladies, 
ladies inside. 

The women at Octopussy — as well as, for the most part, 
Chili’s other clubs — are a different breed entirely from the Hot 
Pants clientele. I witnessed not a single punk ‘do or studded 
belt, and the crowd was largely Latina. On the dance floor a 
group of barely-21-looking gangstas nonchalantly swayed to the 
blasting wall of hip-hop. Other women ground booties like 
there was no tomorrow. Upstairs the Latin room was all about 
cumbia, with couples smoothly gliding around the floor. Go-go 
dancers of all sizes and shapes shimmied on blocks. The bath- 
room was crowded with shiny femmes grooming glistening, 
J.Lo-style locks — no sign of the Joan Jetts and Betty Pages that 
have overrun the Mission. 

Her critics have accused her of exploiting women by featuring 
go-go dancers, strippers, and lap dancers. But Chili, a 52-year-old 
butch with peppery hair and a broad laugh, brushes it off, saying 
she just wants to throw a good party and give her patrons what 
they want to see: beautiful women. 

When I visited her in the apartment near Dolores Park where 
she’s lived since the late 70s — and which she shares with a sweet 
elderly dog resembling a snuffling bale of cotton — Chili tied her 
love of throwing a good party to social activism, an idea she’s 
explored as cofounder or participant in queer Latino groups like 
the AIDS-prevention organization Proyecto ContraSIDA por Vida. 

She pointed out how powerful the club scene can be, in terms 
of outreach: “You're struggling to get 20 guys into a workshop, 
but you could get 1,000 Latinos into a club.” She recalled march- 
ing politicians down to Colors just to show them that a queer 
Latina community existed. “There would be, like, 300 women 
dancing salsa, and it would be shocking. That’s what I’m about, 
making visible the community that has been invisible.” 

“In my day,’ she added, “if you met another Latina in a club, 
oh my god! You would be like, ‘Oh man, let’s exchange numbers, 
and you'd hug each other and remember each other’s names.” 
She bemoans how quickly gay acceptance has opened the way to 
pettiness (see Craigslist, where almost every lesbian event is 
tossed up for endless debate and criticism). “To be so mean-spir- 
ited breaks my heart, because in my day we didn’t have it. It took 
everything we had to figure out where you're supposed to live 
and how youre supposed to be.” 

It might indeed be better if we all just got along, but clearly not 
all the conversations are pointless bitchfests. Black, the 35-year-old 
African American promoter responsible for Ladies Love Lounge 
and Beautiful, raised an interesting, if uncomfortable, point — one 
you've probably seen discussed on Craigslist, in fact. From her first 
days spinning at club A.B.L.U.N.T. (Asians, Blacks, Latinas, United 
in New Tribes), Black has pushed to get hip-hop out there, but

(Kiss My Black Ass Productions) started 
the party because “when I moved to SE, 
I was appalled by the lack of diversity at 
the few women’s clubs that did exist.” 
She linked the success of Mango to a 
few simple principles: “Basically it 
comes down to this,” she told me. 
“Don't be afraid of diversity. I live in the 
real world with great music from every 
genre, and I don’t want women to live

“now everybody plays it. Now all the 
white clubs have it. I’m going, ‘Yall 
never played hip-hop! Yall never 
played hip-hop! It’s like a rule at your 
club, I’m not even sure they under- 
stand how that looks.” She added, “I 
mean, all these white people in there 
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screaming, you know, ‘nigger this’ and 
‘nigger that? It’s kind of weird, but you 
know, I think it’s just my prejudices — 
what I would prefer to see.” 

According to Black, the SF pattern 
is white DJs clearing the way for les- 
bians to throw clubs, then women of 
color becoming instrumental in 
bringing in new music. The majority 
of lesbian DJs spinning now, she 
pointed out, are women of color, 
from Emancipation to K-bug. 

Black’s own new musical frontier is 
world music: Beautiful (formerly 
Tight, at the Endup, soon to be 
renamed Tighter) boasts an ambi- 
tious mix of South Asian, Latin, and 
hip-hop — which has yet to find its 
legs in the cavernous Cat Club. 


So with all the changes, evolutions, 
migrations, and club life cycles, why the 
hell is Mango, at El Rio, still full of sun- 
shine and good vibes? Going strong 
since 1998, the outdoor tea dance fea- 
tures hip-hop, reggaeton, Latin beats, 
and — brace yourselves — friendly 
women. People actually look at each 
other and smile. It’s also extremely 
diverse in age and race. Chantal Salkey 


in the dark ages musically. You are not 
going to hear music like this at other 
women’s clubs. It’s kinda cool to hang 
outside, eat BBQ, and get your freak on 
with the sun shining on your back.” 

Campbell waxed poetic about 
Salkey’s “brilliant” seasonal formula. 
“One of the things about throwing a 
club is ending it. You end it, people 
go crazy. They have it nailed down, 
because they have the best DJs, the 
best music. They close it down, and 
people freak out. The last day of 
Mango, everyone is lining up down 
the street. People have six months, 
and all they do is think about Mango. 
It’s like the best relationship. They 
break up with you, and then they get 
back together with you.” 

A few events manage to hit that 
magic balance where everyone feels like 
it is “their” club, and that, I think, is 
what makes or breaks it. Even if just for 
a night, we all need to party in spaces 
that belong to us. Cheers to that.

y friends and I are 
standing in line waiting to get into a popular 
South of Market nightspot and feeling a bit 
sheepish about it. We’re no spring chickens, and 
the Crib SF, marketed to “gay boys and girls and 
their friends,” is open to those 18 and over and attracts a 
very young crowd. Silently, we wonder if the Bay Area youth 
surrounding us think we're pervy old crows looking to 
score some barely legal action. But as I watch them killing 
time in the slow-moving queue, I realize that, if they notice 
us at all, they probably just think we look hella uptight 
standing there acting all nervous. 

A few heads down, a girl with large gold-hoop earrings 
swigs off a bottle of champagne. Behind me, a flamboyant 
young man assesses his female friend’s outfit, a wifebeater 
with a slit down the front. She smiles as the guy cups, then 
hoists, her extremely ample bosoms in appreciation, mak- 
ing a boisterous “whomp, whomp” sound as he does so. 
“Whoa,” one of my friends quietly remarks. 

A guy in baggy clothes pulls off a baseball cap to show 
some friends his new braids, which, to everyone’s surprise, 
only cover half his head. The hair on the opposite side 
shoots up like a hedge. Is it a deliberate fashion statement? 
Or has he not yet raised the money to get the rest installed? 
I’m not sure, but | tense up, anticipating an onslaught of 
derision from his crew. Instead, they thoughtfully finger his 
scalp as if contemplating the stylist’s chops. They don’t 
seem entirely convinced, but they smile and tell him it 
looks good. I forget about feeling old and start to feel con- 
fused, I thought kids were mean and cliquey, especially club 
kids. But everyone here seems to be getting along. What's 
up with that? 

It’s an interesting question, but my mental process is 
interrupted by the sight of four glisteningly nubile young 
women, shoulders back, hands clasped, strutting toward the 


+e oe . 
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front of the line. Cue the 
slow-mo and Joan Jett’s version of “Crimson and Clover.” 
We gasp as they pass by and one reveals a plaid mini so 
short it fails to cover the rather ripe curves of her derriere. 
Goodness, does her mother know she’s wearing that? OK, 
I'm not scared or confused anymore. I’m slightly horny and 
hopelessly longing for those precellulite days when all eyes 
were on my ass. 

And then, finally, we're inside and heading for the club’s 
largest room, where an enormous video screen showing 
Britney, Toni, and, hell, even vintage Bell Biv Devoe videos, 
presides over a dance floor packed with queer kids and 
their friends of all stripes and sizes. Twenty or so are doing 
the electric slide. Couples hide in corners and booty-grind. 
Everyone’s moves are intimidatingly awesome. Members of 
both sexes are wearing basketball shorts and jerseys, and 
lots of girls favor the blazer-and-tie schoolboy look. The 
cutest of the boys cop mad style from Mario Vasquez, 
everyone’s favorite fallen American Idol. 

Later on, in the ladies’ lounge, guys and girls pile on top 
of each other and tell me why the Crib is their favorite place 
to go. “Everyone here is so friendly, and there’s nooooo atti- 
tude,” explains Jermaine Anderson, 20, who discovered the 
club after attending his first Pride Parade in San Francisco. 
His friend, Alvedore Olano, also 20, agrees; they drive down 
together from Sacramento weekly for the Crib’s Thursday- 
night event. There are places for people under 21 to go in 
Sacramento, but according to Anderson, “You can’t be as 
free.” I see what he means when the Crib’s go-go dancers fill 
the cages looming above the dance floor with a succession 
of boy-on-boy-on-girl-on-girl-on-boy-again gyrations. 

The Crib certainly provides a unique venue in the 18- 
and-over nightclub scene of San Francisco, such as it is. A

lot of towns are lucky if they have one place for people 
under 21 to go shake it. Chances that the event specifically 
caters to queers are much closer to none than slim — 
which is probably why many of the club’s regulars come 
from the suburbs. 

But how much else is there around here to draw the 
underagers out clubbing? Well; it’s sinfully slim pickings 
for live music, especially in San Francisco (at least the East 
Bay has places like the steadfastly all-ages 924 Gilman 
Street and Burnt Ramen Studios), and it’s slimmer still 
among the dance clubs. Aside from 715 Harrison, home to 

- the Crib, Tonic (hip-hop, R&B, and more), and City Nights 
(Latin house and hip-hop); Glas Kat (formerly the 
Trocadero), which hosts goth favorites Death Guild and 
Bondage-A-Go-Go; and Popscene (live acts and Britpop), 
at 330 Ritch — San Francisco’s 18-and-over club life is 
pretty much nonexistent. 

George Lazaneo, a nightclub promoter since 1992, 
explains why: “For the last 10 years there has been practi- 

’ cally a moratorium on 18-and-over clubs.” Permitting 
used to be in the hands of local police stations, until the 
July 2003 creation of the Entertainment Commission, 
which, he says, is much more amenable to reviewing 
requests. (In 2004 the Board of Supervisors also passed an 
ordinance allowing 18-and-over clubs to stay open until 
4 a.m.) As Bondage-A-Go-Go’s promoter, Lazaneo’s glad 
Glas Kat has the proper Class 47 liquor license, which 
allows establishments to serve alcohol and admit people 
18 and over.

Bob Davis, the commission’s executive director, insists 
that proper management of a space — which includes solid 
security, taking steps to control what happens outside, 
smart promotion, and communication with the local police 
station — will help sustain a club. He also says he feels pos- 
itive that Kelly's new management will rise to the occasion. 
And as summer.approaches, the commission has been 
receiving a lot of inquiries from clubs about holding 18- 
and-over events, so things might be locking up. In fact, Gus 
Bean of Gus Presents, the Crib’s creator, says he’s starting 
another 18-and-over night, called Tasty, a queer-friendly 
club that will give Crib kids a place to go on the weekend. 
The party starts June 18 and takes place third Saturdays at 
Boondock Bay, a venue not far from 550 Barneveld in the 
Bayview—Hunters Point area. 

Meanwhile, over in Oakland, youth are starved for things 
to do. For years teenagers have had few late-night social 
outlets aside from impromptu sideshow parties organized 
through word of mouth and held on random street cor- 
ners. Lately this traditional weekend activity, marked by 
booming car stereos and folks doing doughnuts at intersec- 
tions, has been erupting into violence. 

Enter Raparations Records, an organization located on a 
pleasant, tree-lined street in downtown Oakland. The non- 
profit, now in its third year of operation, is a record label and 
studio with some state-of-the-art mixing equipment, but it 
also runs an internship program aimed at training young 
Oaklanders to organize and promote their own events for 
youth ages 14 to 21.

The Get Freaky organizers had put the word out to their commu- 
nity that presale tickets were the way to go (if you wanted to avoid 
getting held up outside) for such a big-name event — with a lineup 
including Freq Nasty, Krafty Kuts and A Skills, Lorin, Smoove, Adam 
Ohana (who puts on the Get Freaky events), Dimitri, Ooah the 
Turntablist, and other DJs; live Indian music; fire spinners in Mad 
Max finery; acrobats and circus freaks from Xeno, El Circo, and 
__ other local artists’ collectives; and performance artists of all stripes. 

It was a scene transplanted to San Francisco clubland directly 
from Burning Man, where all the featured DJs had made names for 
themselves among tens of thousands of Bay Area residents, as well 
as far-flung burner tribes like the Freak Factory from New York and 
Clan Destino in Santa Barbara — represented tonight among the 
crowd at Get Freaky. 

Tribe.net and other electronic gathering places had been buzzing 
for weeks over the DJ lineup. Freq Nasty, a dreadlocked breaks DJ 
from the UK, had spun at some of the earliest Burning Man dance 
camps.

During the Burning Man theme-camp fundraiser season that 
runs from around May through August, there are parties like this 
almost every weekend , from illegal ones in warehouses to legit 
functions in the biggest clubs-in town — sometimes several a night. 
Among the San Francisco—based camps now lighting up the scene 
are El] Circo, Opulent Temple of Venus, Sound of Mind, Space 
Cowboys, Deep End, and House of Lotus. 

The draw and energy of the Get Freaky party, held in January 
(and every couple of months throughout the year), stands as a testa- 
ment to the growing year-round influence Burning Man and its 
participants have on San Francisco nightlife. The vibe is felt every- 
where from venues like 1015, Mighty, Nickie’s BBQ, and Sublounge 
to street fairs like How Weird and Decompression, from art spaces 
like SomArts Cultural Center and CELLspace to random warehous- 
es around SoMa and Potrero Hill. 

Tt wasn’t always like this. The rave scene that was the forerunner 
to today’s burner-influenced dance scene was slow to be accepted in 
Black Rock City, while the culture that has developed around the

event was separate and distinct from urban clubland. But as 
Burning Man has grown from a few thousand souls back in the 
mid-’90s to more than 35,000 today — with by far the most partici- 
pants coming from the Bay Area — the scenes have merged and 
morphed, symbiotically feeding off one another to create something 
entirely new under the sun. 


I entered this scene shortly after arriving in San Francisco more 
than two years ago, although I knew about it from prior visits to 
both SF and Black Rock City. Through the Internet and word of 
mouth, I tapped into the parties. And through the parties I became 
friends with DJ-promoter-psychologist Adam Grandi, a.k.a. Syd 
Gris, who staged events under the banner Opel Productions and 
was forming a Burning Man dance camp called Opulent Temple of 
Venus, which I eventually joined. 

Right now our core group of 40-some people is working to create 
a large-scale sound camp with a 20,0000-watt wall of speakers. We'll 
build from the foundation of the massive steel DJ booth we fabri- 
cated last year, adding to it an open-air bamboo dome, an enclosed 
chill dome, crazy visual effects, and a variety of offbeat art projects 
still being developed.

To support that effort and meet our $25,000 budget, since April 
we've been throwing monthly fundraiser parties featuring DJs pop- 
ular from the playa — and gathering new members along the way. 
Loads of other SF-based camps are doing the same, throwing some 
of the best parties in town. And each time they do, their ranks 
grow, a cycle that has helped Burning Man expand and city 
nightlife thrive. 

Recent parties we've thrown at Paradise Lounge and the Anon 
Salon space have simply entailed lining up the entertainment, pro- 
moting the event, a bit of decorating, and working the door. But 
more ambitious efforts in spacious warehouses (like an amazing 
spot we found in South Beach, where we partied in April and will 
return July 23) are all-hands-on-deck affairs with challenging logis- 
tics — like importing everything from the sound system to chill- 
room mats, days’ worth of decorating, managing the party and its 
myriad risks, and cleanup that lasts well into the next morning. 

Even in fully licensed clubs like Mighty, a favorite with the burn- 
er crowd because of its outsider vibe and isolated location, bringing 
playa life to the city can hit hurdles, as the Space Cowboys recently 
found out. 

After taking their famed Unimog — a thumping sound system 
with video screens built on a vehicle resembling a modified Humvee 
— through the Carnaval parade May 29, the Space Cowboys (along 
with fellow camps Fringe and Low-Pro Lounge) parked it in front 
of their benefit party at Mighty that night. 

When I showed up around 12:30 a.m., DJ Mancub was rocking 
the Unimog, bopping the huge crowd gathered in the cordoned-off 
area in front as two beautiful women in skimpy costumes spun 
flaming poi in the street. It was a lively scene that had everyone 
smiling until one cop with a particularly bad attitude shut it down. 

People knew this wasn’t the anything-goes desert, so they took it 
in stride and just filed inside, where the bass-heavy beats had a 
packed house of burners dancing until almost dawn — and dream- 
ing of those late-summer days when the party never stops. 

“People will go to a Space Cowboys party because they’re cool 
and people know them from the Unimog,” Syd tells me. “That’s 
what’s so great about the scene here — it's a little piece of the playa. 
You can go to parties that have the same DJs, the same decorations, 
and a very similar crowd.”

Promoter Joegh Bullock — who throws the Anon Salon parties 
(including New Year’s Eve’s popular Sea of Dreams) and was an 
early advocate within the Burning Man organization for allowing 
amplified music — explains that the term “burner” has become 
shorthand for a certain style of party, a sort of code for the freaks 
who like to dress outrageously, dance madly, and be embraced for 
doing so. 

He identifies a palpable difference between Clubbers and burners, 
something that’s mostly about attitude and identity: clubbers have 
money, or act like they do; burners don’t have money, or act like they 
don’t. So while a clubber might wear an expensive-looking shirt and 
buy rounds of cocktails, burners are more likely to wear fabric they 
stitched together themselves and drink mostly water all night. 

Discovering that this community exists, Bullock says, can be an 
epiphanic experience: “Suddenly you knew that you weren't alone 
now. You know that you can go anywhere and recognize a burner.” 

And for the DJs and promoters, tapping into this vibe can be the 
key to bigger audiences and an expansive sense of community. 
Ohana resists overtly associating Get Freaky, which he’s been staging 
for the past three years, with Burning Man. But he and most of 
those involved are longtime burners, and he agrees that the event 
and the local scene have a symbiotic relationship. 

“T think they both influence each other,” he says, adding that he 
resists labels for his parties and his music, which he wants to be 
constantly evolving, an attribute he also applies to Burning Man. 
And many Get Freaky events are overtly associated with Burning 
Man tribes, most often El Circo, with whom Ohana has formed a 
close relationship. : 

Before moving its base of operations to San Francisco over the 
past couple years and hooking up with Ohana, Lorin, and other Bay 
Area locals, El Circo began as an annual party up on Mt. Ashland, in 
Oregon, thrown by a bunch of young hippies, circus freaks, and 
music lovers who lived in Ashland. Electronic musician Random 
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Satoe Kashima, left, and 
Pia de los Santos at Get Freaky 
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“We really had our feelers out and realized what the whole thing 
was about,” he says. They absorbed it and metastasized it, returning 
in 2000 with their iconic teardrop dome and huge sound system to 
stage a fashion show, perform fire dancing and metal work, and 
become the music-centered artists’ collective they are today. 

“What we do is an echo of what we first learned at Burning 
Man,” Rab says. “We became what we adored and admired about it.” 

Just a few years ago, Ooah — a 23-year-old breaks DJ whose 
shaggy-haired good looks, cheeky style, and turntable skills have 
garnered ever larger audiences — was a hippie kid who showed up 
in Ashland in a van and started hanging out. One night at a party 


“he stepped into an open DJ slot and “just got up there and killed it?

Rab remembers. “And he hasn't stopped. I see him going far.” 

Although he’s now based in southern California with the LA 
Breakbeats Association, Ooah’s in the Bay Area almost every week 
and has become closely associated with the El Circo crowd. And he 
testifies to the power of his adopted scene with the zeal of a convert. 

“People that don’t go to Burning Man or have never been to 
Burning Man notice the style and energy around the music and 
movement that we bring out, and become interested,” he says. 
“There's a certain sound that the underground DJs and producers 
represent. There's that freedom of playing the most uplifting, funky, 
abstract, bass-whomping, moving music possible for as many peo- 
ple as possible, all things you don’t get to hear on the radio or at 
almost any mainstream club out there.” 


While much of the dance music community has embraced 
Burning Man, the event hasn’t always returned the hug. Until the 
mid-’90s, the event didn’t have much amplified music, largely 
because of the authorities’ concerns about raves, with their conno- 
tations of drugs and debauchery. “The cops told us that if they 
hear the word ‘rave, ‘We're shutting you down, ” says longtime 
Burning Man board member Harley Dubois, who now handles 
theme camp placement. It wasn’t until about 1998 that the event 
and dance music really fused.

Even today, the organization does little to facilitate large sound 
camps, leading popular longtime camps to burn out and fade away, 
as Lush did this year. Few last more than three or four years, per- 
haps because they cost fromm $20,000 to $40,000 to stage and require 
hard work over many months from a minimum of 40 people, with 
all that money and effort going into just one big week in the desert.

told me over pitchers of beer at Zcitgeist that I had to buy because 
he’s broke. “You and I are paying out of our own pockets so people 
can have this party at Burning Man.” 

Syd and Laird Archer, another big DJ in the scene (and a former 
Bay Guardian employee), last fall talked about approaching Burning 
Man for a sliver of the $7.5 million in ticket sales to support the 
sound camps. After all, the organization gave out almost $400,000 to 
art projects this year, but sound camps have never gotten funding. 

“They charge all this money, and then the people who entertain 
everyone have to do it for free,” Lorin says. “There should be more 
diversity in the share of the capital, period. And I’m not talking 
about paying DJs. I’m talking about forklift rentals, generators, 
sound systems, and workers who set up the nightclubs that rage 
this festival.” 

But when the visual artists staged their “Borg2” rebellion over 
inadequate arts funding last fall, Syd dropped the idea. Part of the 
rhetoric of Borg2 instigators Jim Mason and Chicken John has 
been to bash the “ravers” as somehow sullying the true Burning 
Man culture. 

Mason, whose animosity toward ravers is the stuff of legend, 
characterizes them as people who take from a unique event and give 
little back, an assessment that is galling to many who put so much 
effort into building sound camps, as well as those who see the sonic 
landscape as an integral part of the experience. 

“That’s why I was mad at Chicken John’s thing, because the 
artists have been funded and celebrated,” says Anon Salon’s Bullock, 
who has attended every year since ’94. “If you took away the dance 
and theme camps now, you wouldn’t have Burning Man.” And, he 
points out, dance camp fundraisers create a year-round Burning 
Man scene in San Francisco, with all the money that’s generated get- 
ting plowed right back into making the playa event better. 

Burning Man founder Larry Harvey occupies the middle ground 
in the debate. No fan of dance music, he points out that “unlike 
other forms of art, sound travels, and you can’t escape it.” But he 

also scoffs at the notion that dance camps have hurt his creation’s 
vibe: “People were concerned that some partial subculture was 
going to take over the larger culture, and it’s never happened.” 


Brad Olsen, who started doing trance music raves in San Francisco 
in 1995 and held one of the first big sound camps in Burning Man’s 
“techno ghetto” that same year, later turned his organizational 
efforts to re-creating that vibe on the streets of San Francisco. To 
that end, he’s one of the principal organizers of the How Weird 
Street Faire, which this year drew almost 7,000 people — filling the 
blocks around 12th and Howard Streets with a distinctly burner

vibe May 1, heavily costumed creatures grooving at seven stages, most hosted by 
Burning Man veterans. 

“We want groups that are hot on the scene and have a following. And Burning 
Man is sort of a test of what’s hot,” Olsen says, noting that How Weird is held at the 
start of the burner fundraiser season. “Right now is when they start kicking off.” 

The How Weird stages were hosted by El Circo, Get Freaky, Space Cowboys, 
Low-Pro Lounge, Anon Salon and Opel, Tantra, and Sunset, while the Lush off- 
shoot Sound of Mind offered art it built for its camp. Among the DJs were 
Michelle Bass, Goldilox, Nathan Vain, Goa Gil, el Papachango, and Random Rab. 
In years past the event has drawn talent from a variety of dance camps, including 
Sol System, Lush, Illuminaughty, Oacious, and Space Lounge. 

But it was about more than just the music. There was a craft area and a stage 
featuring a range of creative expression — as well as a certain sense of style preva- 
lent throughout, something emanating perhaps most strongly from the stage of El 
Circo, which has fused a musical style and a fashion sense that are major depar- 
tures from the old rave scene.

“By now everyone in San Francisco has a closet full of costumes. You don't see 
that in LA.or anywhere but here,” Bullock says. “It’s also an icebreaker. How many 
times have you gone up and said, Wow, that’s a really great costume, and then you 
can start to talk or flirt.” 

It can also be a personally transformative experience. “At first, this was all cos- 
tuming, but now it’s who I am,” says Matty Dowlen, who-manages El Circo’s oper- 
ations and looks like a cross between a carny, a hippie, and a trapper. “T really love 
Burning Man. It helped me discover who | am as an artist.” 

Of course, it has helped that many of the people in both Death Guild and El 
Circo are, in a word, hot. “A lot of the women in El Circo were some of the most 
beautiful in the world, and {Novoa] dressed them up to look even more beauti- 
ful,” Rab says, noting that it changed how the denizens of El Circo conceived of 
themselves. “One day everyone was all hippied out, and then they were all tribal 
and tattooed.” 

Much of what El Circo have done since arriving in town has been to try to re- 
create in San Francisco what they developed on the playa. Dowlen says they're 
always wrestling with this question: “How can the flow be maintained and re- 
created in the city?” Lorin and his El Circo buddies contemplate that as they 
strive to be about more than just music, cultivating a new kind of culture and 
communal ethos. 

“Some of the deepest and most magical moments of my life have been involved 
in the dance floors and freakish movement ceremonies that occur on the playa,” 
Lorin says. “I feel like, collectively, we are channeling forces of nature that don’t 
exist anywhere else in the world. That's why the sound system aspect of the festival 
is so sacred. 

There are many others now trying to do what Lorin does, but only a few convey 
the transcendent experiences that keep people engaged to the degree that burners 
are. It requires just the right mix of music, culture, energy, and that certain 
unnamable cosmic something. 

“You can go out on the playa and find 6,000 sound systems with some dude and 
his speakers, and he has decided that he too is a DJ, and that’s cool,” Lorin says. 
“But there are only.a few spots where it really goes off, where everybody comes 
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and it just erupts. And of course, it’s the same in the city.”

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Give them a hand: Scissors for Lefty Mediates Bryan Garza and drumm 


Birdmonster, Scissors 
for Lefty, and Jank 


Elbo Room, June 7 


here were few common threads connecting the three bands on the June 1 bill at 
[= Room — other than, as | was later told, and probably in jest, that the singers 

from Scissors for Lefty and Birdmonster share the same hairdresser. Yet the mix of 
Jank’s straight-up alt-rock, Scissors for Lefty's all-over-the-place survey of post-punk, 
and Birdmonster’s fierce, emo-esque update on alt-country made for a rollicking mid- 
week evening. 

Jank, as my friend conveniently pegged them, resemble a physical and sonic amal- 
gam of Queens of the Stone Age and Weezer — an apt comparison for all their saccha- 
rine pop hooks, 4/4 beats, equally jangling and distorted guitars, and uniform black 
shirts and ties. Their 30-odd-minute set was for the most part filled with radio-friendly 
pop tunes, each sounding a bit like the one before until they gave a rather ho-hum, pop- 
punk treatment to Boz Scaggs’s “We're All Alone,” with the “Close the window / come 
alight” chorus getting the predictably overdriven guitar fuzz-one has come to expect 
with covers of ’70s soft rockers. As Scaggs’s back catalog, namely Silk Degrees (Colum- 
bia, 1976), has turned up with renewed frequency in my CD player of late, Jank’s take 
on the blue-eyed soulster left me longing for home, where | might listen to the original. 

But by the time Scissors for Lefty took the stage, any opening-band frustrations were 
gone. They kicked right into a new-wavy number, all squelchy synths and snappy, disco- 
happy drums — the respective efforts of brothers Peter and James Krimmel — sum- 
moning the spirits of Japan, Heaven 17, or the Pet Shop Boys until lead vocalist Bryan 
Garza erupted in a flurry of punchy vocal syncopations, edging the sound more toward 
punk than synth-pop. Too bad the effects delayed his voice by a half-bar or so, giving 
the sound a dizzying feel before settling back into an impenetrable groove. 

Infectious, soulful, and extremely tight for a band of their experience, Scissors re- 
fused to relent for the entirety of their caffeinated set. Peter Krimmel stretched his key- 
board’s sounds to their limit, seemingly laying the groundwork and flavor for each song. 
His crisp organ tones set the melodic pace for “Ghetto Ways,” getting the female contin- 
gent of the crowd — which made up more than half of the audience; they're lookers, 
these guys — off their butts and throwing themselves around on the dance floor with 
abandon. And when a song resembled the Cure, Pulp, or whatever other historically hip 
reference they were trying to call up, they looked to Krimmel first. 

The audience was almost caught off-guard with headliner Birdmonster’s fiery imme- 
diacy. Launching into “Cause You Can,” the band wielded their instruments like 
weapons, yet kept their heavily guitar-driven sound nicely under control. 

Vocalist Peter Arcuni and guitarist David Klein had a Boss—Van Zandt type of synergy, 
played up nicely with their onstage theatrics. They didn’t go as far as the clichéd back- 
to-back man-bridge but instead worked a sort of campy stand-up spooning, completely 
natural and indicative of the band’s skillful interplay. 

When the band members weren't wearing their influences on their collective sleeve 
— Big Star, Jeff Buckley, and the 'Mats all come to mind — they wore them on their 
drum kit (one that hilariously bore At the Drive-In’s insignia). Still, Birdmonster craftily in- 
jected sounds far out of left field into the tried-and-true college-rock aesthetic, twisting 
country-friendly, sometimes-angular indie rock into a much stranger and more intense 
beast. Bassist Justin Tenuto occasionally broke out his melodica, and during “No Mid- 
night,” he furiously plucked at the banjo and alternately screamed into its pickup, push- 
ing their nearly traditional sound into even more unconventional territory. Give them a 
year or so and Fred Frith will be playing a dobro alongside them while a Mills grad pro- 
grams their fidgety beats. Birdmonster play with Springfield and Wifey, June 28, 9 p.m., 
Bottom of the Hill, 1233 17th St., SE $7.

azz saxophonist Joshua Redman must be in the throes of musical schiz- 
A Fe because his two latest albums on Nonesuch paint wildly diver- 

gent portraits uf his artistry. On a self-titled debut album culled from the 
recordings of a 2004 tour, the SFJAZZ Collective (of which Redman is artistic 
director) build upon the post-bop tradition by performing pieces from a mod- 
ern jazz master and new works written by members of the group. Redman, 
however, eschews swing on his album with the Elastic Band, Momentum, in 
which he filters funky vamps, pop covers, and ambient grooves through the 
complex thematic and harmonic gaze of a jazz musician. 

SFJAZZ Collective opens with alto saxophonist Miguel Zenon’s “Lin- 
gala,” a piece inspired by the traditional music of Zaire. Vibraphonist 
Bobby Hutcherson plays a marimba part that recalls Steve Reich’s pattern 
minimalism, but sudden shifts into swing and jazz changes give the tune 
distinction. Those surprises — coupled with the wonderful backing of pi- 
anist Renee Rosnes, bassist Robert Hurst, and drummer Brian Blade and 
sharp solos by Hutcherson and Zenén — make the track eye-opening. 

The winning streak continues on the other pieces composed by the 
group. Rosnes's “Of This Day’s Journey” builds from a Gil Evans-style 
morning to the midnight frenzy of a bebop club. “Rise and Fall,” by Red- 
man, lives up to its title with shifting dynamics, and Hutcherson’s “March 
Madness” sounds like the hippest circus around. 

Though engaging listens, the three Ornette Coleman tracks on the disc 
seem out of place next to the originals. The arrangements sanitize Coleman 
and remove the iconoclast’s improvised flights of fancy, revealing the sharp 
blues and strong melodies underneath. Are these interpretations necessary 
given the compositional riches to be had from the SFJazz Collective itself? 

Redman avoids the conundrum on Momentum by engaging with 
music from a jazz perspective, even as the end product bears no resem- 
blance to jazz’s accepted tradition. Moments do recall early Kenny Bur- 
rell and fusion-era Miles Davis, but the 
album is mostly funky instrumentals 
with soul-baring sax. Redman finds in- 
triguing directions in the most disparate 
of places, including Led Zeppelin’s “The 
Crunge” (with the Red Hot Chili Peppers’ 
Flea on bass) and Sheryl Crow’s “River- 
wide.” Redman also transforms the 
Coleman tune “Lonely Woman” into a 
skittery drum ’n’ bass number, with am- 
bient synths beeping in the background. 

A theme appears on both SFJAZZ 
Collective and Momentum. Both albums 
look for permutations of jazz. Each teas- 
es the essential with elements such as 
world music, modern composition tim- 
bres, and even pop music textures. But 
the difference between the Coleman 
performances on the two records is that SFUAZZ Collective's look side- 
ways while Momentum’s looks ahead. Joshua Redman Elastic Band play 
Sat/18, Great American Music Hall, SF.

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‘A Rose Is a Rose 


ora Finelli’s installation at Stray Fish, the Japanese restaurant where she 
works, was inspired by a lone rose she found growing in the backyard be- 
hind her apartment. She began to practice drawing the layers of petals, 
and resolved to draw enough little roses on paper squares to fill 10,000 plas- 
tic baggies, and to combine them in a big drawing on whatever walls she 
could find. Her piece at Stray Fish presents an initial installment in this 
process and includes drawings of the rose in red and black, baggies filled with 
soil from her backyard, faint sprinklings of glitter, and several larger oil paint- 
ings. Perhaps informed by her work environment, Einelli’s drawings exhibit a 
delicate, calligraphic style reminiscent of classical Asian art. They are quick, 
graceful studies, drawn in one or two strokes. Inserted into the tiny plastic 
baggies, which are typically used for carrying illicit drugs, the roses have been 
taped to the wall in geometrical patterns that line the restaurant and weave in 
and out of her paintings. The stacked rows of bags recall the terraces ofa 
< stepped garden — they also recall the rows 
> of windows, buildings, and streets that make 
® up the city. The installation seems to ask: Can

In a 
gripping final scene, the Grand Inquisitor inter- 
rogates Him. Skillman performs the stranger in 
silent dignity, leaving Graves, as the Inquisitor, 
to circle his own doubt and pronounce his own 
stunning conclusions regarding the existence of 
God and the role of the church.

But 
power makes sport of contradiction in matters 
of social and personal obligation, as playwright 
John Belluso suggests in The Rules of Charity, 
when a daughter (Arwen Anderson) looms over 
her helpless father (Warren David Keith) to an- 
nounce, “Cruelty is a form of goodness. I've de- 
cided this to be true.” Whether Belluso had 
Richard II] in mind when he titled his socially 
conscious domestic drama (Hobbes's Leviathan 
is overtly central, and Nietzsche may not be far 
away), it’s notable that Shakespeare's villain bore 
a physical deformity as the mark of a spiritual 
one in that play, while Belluso (himself a wheel- 
chair user since age 13) gives us a world of emo- 
tionally disabled, only the broadest spirit among 
them happening to be chair-bound with cere- 
bral palsy. Part of Magic Theatre's second annu- 
al Hothouse festival (three world premieres in 
rotating repertory), artistic director Chris Smith 
helms a strong cast in a smart production of this 
uneven but inspired play, which bogs down in 
mechanical and melodramatic moments (at 
odds with its Brechtian self-consciousness) but 
elsewhere soars with lively ideas and bold 
humor. The Black Eyed: In an uncertain limbo 
strewn with loose pages, through which the 
wind blows but the row of illuminated clocks at 
the back seem fixed to a series of final moments, 
three Middle Eastern women from various 
times and places try to gain passage through a 
doorway to the martyrs’ room guarded by a 
fourth, Aiesha (Nora El Samahy), who claims to 
be the only woman to have entered and re- 
turned to tell about it. Each has a reason for 
wanting to enter, and Aiesha demands their sto- 
ries in turn: Delilah (Sofia Ahmad) — yes, that 
Delilah — Tamam (Bridgette Loriaux), and a 
third known only as the Architect (Atosa 
Babaoff) all present the dilemma of independ- 
ence and desire in a world circumscribed by 
colonial power and patriarchal control. Palestin- 
ian American playwright Betty Shamieh’s politi- 
cally salient feminist dream play, a bit statically 
staged by director Jessica Heidt, has passing po- 
etry, humor, and imaginative wordplay at the 
service of its theme, but it never quite coheres 
into a dramatically compelling whole. (Avila) 3F 
4F: The word love covers a lot of ground. That's 
probably why its personification wears roller 
skates in Victor Lodato’s 35, 4F (at the Magic 
Theatre). The setting: a bi-level stage depicting 
two identical apartments furnished in drastical- 
ly different styles. Below, an old married English 
couple, Alfred (Edward Sarafian) and Myrna 
(Wanda McCaddon), live in modest but well- 
preserved comfort and taste, while above them 
two flaky twentysomething males, Murph 
(Daniel Talbott) and Kurt (Ian Scott McGre- 
gor), wallow in the motley, untidy functionalism 
of Murph’s dorm room-style decor. But if the 
parallel floor plans hint at underlying equiva- 
lencies between two superficially irreconcilable 
sets of neighbors, Lodato soon complicates any 
hope of so pat a structure either to his story or 
to his characters. Particularly after a buxom, 
roller-skating love goddess and self-help-semi- 
nar guru named Khula (Cassie Beck) inspires 
changes in both households, we come to recog 
nize other even more drastic gulfs between and 
within all four love-starved urbanites. Lodato’s 
intriguing exploration of loveand desire holds 
the good and bad, the noble and ignoble, in sus- 
pension throughout, while seeing his flawed if 
finally sympathetic characters as part of an 
urban landscape at once alienatingly unfettered 
and violently repressive. (Avila)

Musical (now bounding across Theatre Rhinoc- 
eros’s main stage) shows that even amid the 
nonstop fun of the play’s camp humor, expert 
staging, and deft comedic acting, sexual politics 
have a serious place. The revival of artistic direc- 
tor Fisher’s award-winning 1994 musical come- 
dy — about a querulous and incestuous theater 
company rehearsing a musical version of Eu- 
ripides’ drama — not only updates Greek 
tragedy for the tragically hip 21st century, it ups 
the ante for agenda-conscious gay theater by 
turning love into a political weapon. Plotwise, 
the situation is simple: The openly gay leading 
man playing Jason (Nathan Baynard) finds 
himself falling for his charmingly jagged female 
costar (Sarah Mitchell), whose romantic ad- 
vances may or may not be motivated by her de- 
sire to rescue Medea from the gay politics of the 
director (played by real-life writer-director Fish- 
er). The overlapping polarities in the play-with- 
in-the-musical-within-the-play get increasingly 
complex (and hilarious). Along the way we're 
made to wonder about the mix of opportunism 
and selflessness in this thing called love, but also 
about what, if anything, a more unsettled con- 
cept of sexuality does to our politics in the first 
place.

Though slickly 
produced, director Harvey Kahn’s film has a 
straight-to-video vibe; also, its zero-chemistry 
romance between Slater and costar Selma 
Blair exists only to provide conflict, and 
proves somewhat embarrassing to watch.

Deep Blue This G-rated nature doc, narrat- 
ed by Pierce Brosnan, plays like a greatest-hits 
record of everything you want to see when 
you go to the aquarium — except, of course, 
all captured in majestic natural surroundings.

With its remark- 
able footage of sea creatures reminding us 
that humans represent only a fraction of the 
Earth’s population, Deep Blue’s plea for envi- 
ronmental conservation makes a lasting im- 
pact.

Enlightened types, however, will groove on 
Genesis’s meditative journey through the ori- 
gins of the universe, planet Earth, and life it- 
self, illustrated with sweeping photography of 
oceans and lava flows, and extreme close-ups 
of insects and bug-eyed lizards. A French- 
speaking narrator (Sotigui Kouyaté) serves as 
a philosophical guide (on death: “These atoms 
that came to dance within me, will dance else- 
where”) through Genesis’s slow-moving world 
of millipede legs, fighting reptiles, mating 
frogs, cannibal frogs, hatching birds, a human 
fetus filmed inside the womb, and other natu- 
ral wonders.

But when another member creates a 
stir by suggesting BikeSexual be shown at an 


alterna-porn festival — which would mark 
the first time one of their films would be 
shown to a non-EVPC audience — the ar- 
dently fair approach the members take when 
dealing with conflict illustrates that a little bit 
of utopia does actually exist in the world.

My Summer of Love It’s looking more like a 
summer of hate for 16-year-old Mona 
(Nathalie Press). With one parent dead from 
cancer andanother long since vanished, she’s 
stuck living in the pub they once ran with elder 
brother Phil (Paddy Considine), who wants to 
turn it into a “spiritual center” — and who was 
“a lot more fun” when his violent streak kept 
him in and out of jail.

She lives in a country manse 
that Mona soon more or less moves into; Tam- 
sin’s own parents are absent or indifferent to 
the point of nonexistence. So the two girls do 
the typical things teens do when they’re sure 
they won't get caught: drink, smoke, get high, 
play with a Ouija board, and play pranks of 
varying degrees of cruelty on people who've 
pissed them off. They also experiment sexually, 
and make vows of undying devotion that 
sound doomed even as they're being said. It’s

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all quite idyllic, apart from Phil’s worries that 
Mona needs “saving,” and apart from the flash- 
es of abrupt maliciousness that sometimes 
make Tamsin seem like an unstable chemical 
that might blow up in one’s face any moment. 
Writer-director Pawel Pawlikowski (Last Re- 
sort) has crafted a hypnotic parable whose 
humid, overripe, infinitely ominous atmos- 
phere recalls early Peter Weir (especially Picnic 
at Hanging Rock). Scratch beneath the fascinat- 
ing surface here and you might detect some re- 
actionary concepts — female sexuality as a cor- 
rupting, Kali-like force, and lesbianism as 
something one is “seduced into.”

= The Power of Nightmares Muckrakers and 
filmmakers love the smoking gun, that single 
piece of evidence that so tidily ties disparate 
plot elements together. But they aren’t the 
only ones — the political philosopher at the 
center of The Power of Nightmares loved Gun- 
smoke. In this latest by BBC-funded docu- 
mentarian Adam Curtis (The Century of the 
Self), whose political analyses have dug up all 
manner of muck and organized it into elegant 
essays, we learn that the series was the favorite 
of Leo Strauss, the seminal figure of the neo- 
conservative movement who influenced the 
likes of Donald Rumsfeld and Paul Wolfowitz. 
Curtis uses only a single photo of Strauss 
throughout his three-part series, and he 
doesn’t tire of using the tried-and-true zoom 
to indicate some fundamentally ambiguous 
evil lurking within that photo. But he doesn’t 
have to: The many Strauss apprentices are 
scary enough as they speak of their global 
agenda to the British interview crew. Curtis's 
now-signature style of “illustrated journal- 
ism” lifts off from the talking heads, adding 
essential visual critique and at times even 
comedy to the film’s sober political assess- 
ments. This time, he focuses on the neocon- 
servative and Islamist movements through the 
past half century, arguing that both emerged 
from the same fear of moral weakness.

Dirty Little Billy One of the least-remembered 
among a.crop of early-’70s “revisionist” West- 
erns (Robert Benton’s Bad Company, Philip 
Kaufman’s The Great Northfield Minnesota 
Raid, Altman’s McCabe and Mrs. Miller, etc.) 
that nearly all flopped commercially at the 
time, this 1972 debut for director Stan 
Dragoti (Love at First Bite) closes out the 
PFA’s brief series of Vietnam War-era US fea- 
tures hosted by J. Hoberman. In Dirty Little 
Billy, Michael J. Pollard stars as a rebellious 
19th-century delinquent type dragged by his 
mother and hated stepfather from New York 
City to deepest muddy nowhere on the “fron- 
tier.” There, he’s expected to quit “bellyachin” 
and start plowin. Nuh-uh! Instead, he falls in 
with the one-horse town’s one prostitute, 
Beryl (Lee Purcell), and Beryl’s pimp-lover, 
Goldie (Richard Evans), joining them in an 
ongoing alcoholic binge occasionally punctu- 
ated by card games, her clients, domestic vio- 
lence, knife fights, pistol fire, and other things 
that can turn out fatal for no particular rea- 
son. When the promise of new commerce 
suddenly makes Goldie and company a public 
liability, however, this little saloon o’ sin’s days 
are numbered. Like an early Sam Shepard play 
blackened with about 10 extra coats of mud 
and grime, Dirty Little Billy is almost an anti- 
Western — its main characters don’t even like 
to go outside, let alone ride the range. This 
was surely the first time the genre had a lady 
of ill repute utter the ill words “Yer sittin’ on 
my douche.” The film advertised itself as Billy 
the Kid’s prefame backstory (a sort of pre- 
quel), but in fact it had no more to do with 
that actual history than most other Holly- 
wood features flaunting his name, Casting the 
33-year-old Pollard, with his runt childishness 
and hints of stunted mental growth, as a 
teenage protagonist was a perverse move that 
lends the movie more oddity than credence. 
But otherwise the film is a convincing picture 
of the Old West as mean, dumb, filthy, lawless, 
and senseless — a landscape so bleak, and 
with inhabitants so pathetic, it might've been

‘A Tout de Suite’ 


French girl, interrupted 


irector Benoit Jacquot seems comfortable slipping into the on-the-run sub- 

genre of art cinema (think Pierrot le Fou or Morvern Callan) in his well-regarded 

if not entirely exceptional A Tout de Suite. The title translates to “right now,” but 
like any existential French gangster picture worth its salt, this is a movie that 
knows how to take its time; It’s more prone to hushed moments of character study 
than to explosive action. Jacquot’s camera and story are unrelentingly committed 
to Lili (dynamically played by Isild Le Besco), a spacey, sometimes rash bour- 
geoise who falls hard for Bada (Ouassini Embarek), a Moroccan-born gangster. Lili 
discovers Bada’s occupation when he’s stealing away from his last score; he asks 
if she wants to run away with him, and she — in the great tradition of so many 
pliable new wave heroes — packs her bags. Alas, though, there’s no Bonnie and 
Clyde guts and glory here. Rather, the burden of so much hot money throws the 
lovers into one crisis after another, culminating when they're separated by a cus- 
toms scare. Left alone and penniless in Greece, Lili staggers between strangers, 
free-falling toward self-realization. The French new wave was formative for 
Jacquot (he even apprenticed with celebrated director Jacques Rivette), and he 
wears this influence on his sleeve, both in terms of A Tout de Suite's style (it’s shot 
in black and white, with jump cuts and plenty of close-ups and location shooting) 
and narrative (episodic, featuring a protagonist who is shaped by her experi- 
ences). Good thing, then, that Jacquot is an assured enough director to shape 
these influences into a stand-alone work. (Max Goldberg)

nee a year, four miles north of Half Moon 

Bay, a charming seaside hamlet called 

Princeton-by-the-Sea plays host to the 

tiber-hyped Maverick’s surf competition. 

There, in early spring, surfers face 

being crushed by 45-foot waves (water weighs 
62.4 pounds per square foot), only to be held 
under for upward of two minutes by pounding 
surf while being raked across jagged rocks and 
barnacles, only to surface, bobbing breathlessly 
like some bloody bait buoy, in waters frequented 
by great white sharks. And, folks in the crowd 
were whispering this year, don't forget sea lion 
birthing season just down the coast. It was like a 
Carcharodon carcharias buffet. The surfers might 
as well have worn suits made of chum. 

Sounds pretty exciting. Except there’s not really 
much to see with the naked (or even assisted) eye. 
From the onshore viewing areas, you can barely 
glimpse the potentially fatal ballet being played 
out a half mile offshore, where Maverick’s breaks. 
However, while the village is pretty much a bust 
for surf enthusiasts seeking a view of the madness, 
it’s a boon for day-trippers and ditch-dayers from 
San Francisco. 

Parking on Highway 1 on Mav Day, I walked

into town (the main roads are mostly closed to ve- 
hicular traffic that day), where a massive line of 
people waited for the shuttle from town to the 
beach. I began the long, shoreward haul on foot, 
thumb out. Luckily, my laziness was indulged by a 
kindly Montenegrin gentleman in a chef suit pi- 
loting a golf cart. Once on the beach, I trekked to 
the point closest to the action and raised my 
binoculars.

but it had a brush with celebrity in 1996, when 
Neil Young and Crazy Horse (billing themselves as 
the Echoes) played 14 shows there to warm up for 
their upcoming tour. Near the bathrooms you can 
read framed articles chronicling the bar’s days in 
the spotlight thanks to Young’s brief sojourn. It’s a 
nice little haven for a pint or two. Unfortunately, 
they don’t offer food, so after a preprandial beer, I 
ventured forth, making my way over to Barbara's 
Fish Trap. 

A model little fish shack, Barbara’s is renowned 
for its fish-and-chips, which you can also get from 
the walk-up window just to the side of the main 
restaurant. I ordered up some of the equally fa- 
mous clam chowder and was not disappointed. 
Clearly it was time for another beer — and luckily 
the Half Moon Bay Brewing Co. is just across the 
street. 

One of the primary sponsors of the surf contest 
and host to the awards ceremony, HMBB spends 
the rest of the year turning out a selection of fine 
beers to complement the creations of executive 
chef Michael J. Nancovski — who, as it happened, 
was the man behind the wheel of the aforemen- 
tioned golf cart. HMBB’s extensive menu ranges 
from hearty pub grub to Portuguese fisherman's 
stew, sesame-crusted halibut, and savory, beer- 
infused teriyaki flank steak served with coconut 
prawns. I opted for the Mavericks Amber Ale (it 
seemed appropriate ...), a nice balance of malti- 
ness and hoppiness that thoroughly cleansed my 
palate of any residual chowder. 

A lesson had been learned, though: Avoid Mav- 
erick’s Day. Even if you're out for surf action, it’s 
better at several other points throughout the year. 
By keeping an eye on surf conditions, you can find
